St. Paul's Church, Springfield, HI. 
Wednesday, May 5th, 1915. 

This being the day appointed by the Bishop and pursuant 
to the call issued April 5th, 1915, the Thirty-eighth Annual 
Synod of the Diocese of Springfield met in St. Paul's Church, 
Springfield, on Wednesday, the 5th day of May, A. D. 1915, 
at 10 a. m. 

The weather of the first day was bright and beautiful, clear 
and cool. There were early celebrations of the Holy Commun- 
ion at St. Paul's and St. John's Churches at 7 a. m. Matins and 
Litany were said in St. Paul's Church at 9 a. m. 

The opening service of the Synod was a choral celebration 
of the Holy Eucharist in St. Paul's Church at 10:00 a. m., the 
Rt. Rev. Edward William Osborne, D.D., Bishop of the Diocese, 
was the celebrant, assisted by the Rev. George D. Child, priest 
in charge of St. John's Church* Springfield, as Deacon, and the 
Rev. Arthur 6. Wilson, rector of St. Andrew's Church, Paris, 
lU., as sub-deacon. The Rev. John M. Page, chaplain at the 
University of Illinois, acted as the Bishop's Chaplain, and the 
Rev. George P. Hoster, D.D., of Champaign, bore the Diocesan 
banner. There was a solemn procession with incense. 

The iVnnual Sermon was preached by the Rev. Charles 
Rcade, Canon of St. Paul's Cathedral, Cincinnati, Ohio, from 
the text, Romans 1:16. "I am not ashamed of the Gospel of 
Christ," etc. 

Immediately on the close of this service the Synod assem- 
bled in the hall of St. Paul's parish house and was convened for 
the transaction of business by the Rt. Rev. Edward William 
Osborne, D.D., Bishop and President of the Synod.

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The Secretary of the Synod, the Rev. John Chanler White, 
called the roll of the Clergy eanonically resident and entitled 
to seats and votes in the Synod. There were thirty names 
of these on the list, as follows : Bishop, 1 ; Priests, 28 ; and 
Deacons, 1. Of the Priests, one was non-parochial and two 
were absent. There were present and answering to their names : 
Bishop, 1; Priests, 25; and Deacons, 1; in all 27. (See list.) 

The Secretary then called the roll of Parishes and Missions 
in union with the Synod and the certificates of the lay delegates 
were referred to the Committee on Credentials, the Secretary, 
Mr. M. F. (Gilbert, and Mr. H. M. Andre, appointed by the 
Bishop. The committee reported that they had received certi- 
ficates presented by seven Parishes and four Missions and on 
examination had found them in due and canonical form. 

The Secretary then called' the names of the lay delegates 
and it was found that there were delegates present and rep- 
resenting seven Parishes and three Missions. (See list.) 

The Bishop declared a quorum of both clergy and laity 
present and the Synod duly organized and ready for the trans- 
action of business. 

The Ven. Edward Haughton nominated the Rev. John 
C. White to be the Secretary of the Synod. There were no 
other nominations, and the nomination of the Rev. John C 
White being duly seconded, he was unanimously re-elected 
Secretary of the Synod. 

The Ven. Edward Haughton nominated Mr. J. H. Holbrook 
of Springfield to be re-elected Treasurer of the Diocese. There 
were no other nominations. The nomination was seconded by 
Mr. M. P. Gilbert, and Mr. J. H. Holbrook was unanimouslj' 
re-elected Treasurer of the Diocese. 

The Rev. Henry R. Neely moved that the Very Rev. Walter 
S. Pond, Dean of the Cathedral of St. Peter and St. Paul, 
Chicago ; the Rev. Edmund Phares of Omaha, Neb., and Canon 
Charles Reade, the preacher of the day, who were present, be 
invited to be the guests of the Synod. The motion was sec- 
onded and carried unanimously.

Of Deputies to the Pbovixcial Synod. 

The Synod shaU elect four Clerical and four Lay Deputies, to the 
Provincial Synod of the Province of the Mid-West, in the manner fol- 
lowing, to-wit: 

At the Synod meeting May 5th, A. D. 1915, there shall be elected — 

One Clerical and one Lay Deputy for four years. 
One Clerical and one Lay Deputy for three years. 
One Clerical and one Lay Deputy for two years. 
One Clerical and one Lay Deputy for one year. 

And at each Annual Synod thereafter, there shall be elected one 
Clerical and one Lay Deputy for a period of four years each, and the 
Bishop be authorized to fill vacancies.

The Rev. George C. Dunlop moved that the presentation 
and discussion of the subject of *'the Church Clergy Pension 
Fund'* be made the special order of business at 3:00 o'clock, 
or immediately after the Bishop's address.

Rev. George C. Dunlop presented and read the following : 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION, MAY 1915. 

The Church Extension Board held seyeral meetings during the year 
transacting routine business. The Board decided to elect a treasurer 
and financial secretary in accordance with the Canons to take care of 
a budget of $2,500.00 a year in the conduct of the missionary work 
'of the Diocese. Accordingly the Rev. Johannes Rockstroh was unani- 
mously elected treasurer. The election became effective Jan. 1. 1915. 

In looking over the missionary field we find that the Rev. Mr. 
Cleaveland is doing good work at Glen Carbon. He has organized a 
Men's Club among the coal miners, the company there contributing 
$60.00 and Dean Davis of St. Louis, an equal amount for the equip- 
ment of a club room. In this field there is an urgent need of a woman 
missionary worker. St. Luke's Church, Springfield, as usual, is mak- 
ing progress. We have always been fortunate in securing the best 
colored clergymen for this important work among our colored breth- 
ren. The Italian work at Herrin is now in charge of the Rev. F. C. 
Capozzi, who hopes to carry on a helpful mission among his people. 
Gillespie and Bunker Hill have taken on new life under the energetic 
leadership of the Rev. A. H. Haubert, general missionary, who has also 
succeeded in opening up several new fields. The Board has discon- 
tinued its support of Mt. Carmel for the present.

Mr. M. F. Gilbert offered the draft of Canon 53, of which 
he gave notice at the morning session, re., **the election of 
deputies to the Provincial Synod;" q. v., and the same was 
referred to the Committee on Legislation. 

The Rev; Canon Bead'e was asked to address the Synod 
on the subject of the Province of the Mid West, which he 
did most clearly and eflfectively. He was followed by short

REPORT OF THE SPRINGFIELD CHURCHMAN. 

There is little to report since all has gone well through the year. 
The publication of the paper on the fifteenth instead of on the first 
has been found more convenient and it ensures the appearance of the 
paper on its date. It is necessary that all notices for publication come 
in not later than the first day of the month. 

The mailing committee finds their work made difticult through 
the many changes during the year, but there seems no help for this. 
They ask that the clergy will be careful to send their list for the new 
year not later than the 20th of December, that there may be time for 
printing the same.

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The Rev. H. E. Neely presented the report of the Board 
of Finance : 

REPORT OP THE BOARD OP FINANCE FOR THE TEAR 1914. 

Five meetings of the Board were held, viz.: On Jan. 21» May 22, 
July 2, Nov. 12 and Dec. 30. At the first meeting the Board organized 
for business by the election of The Rev. Johannes Rockstroh, of Dan- 
▼llle, as president, and The Rey. H. R. Neely, of JacksonylUe, as secre- 
tary. 

A budget for the ensuing year was adopted — $6,500. To meet this 
an assessment at the rate of |2.00 per communicant was laid on the 
Parishes and Missions of the Diocese, the number of communicants 
being regarded as 3,250. $2,500 was placed at the disposition of the 
Board of Church Extension; $1,250 was promised the General Board 
of Missions at New York; the balance was reserved for the expenses 
of the Diocese; $400 for the Springfield Churchman, being Included. 

The meeting of May 22 provided for the carrying out of the 
Synod resolutions as to making settlements witu aii Parishes and 
Missions reported delinquent, and also in furthering meetings in the 
various Parishes and Missions for wiping out the indebtedness of the 
Diocese. Visits were made by members of the Board and others with 
general success at Havana, Jacksonville, Rantoul, Areola, Blooming- 
ton, Centralla, Colllnsville, Edwardsvllle, Mattoon, Gillespie, Bunker 
Hill, Carrollton, Waverly. Special mention should be made of Mc. 
Haughton's and Mr. White's excellent work at Havana and Jacksonville 
The visit to Havana yielded $150.50 of arrears; the visit in Jackson* 
vlUe resulted In $156.00 additional to all regular apportionments toa 
the relief of the Diocese. We feel that Trinity Church, Jacksonville, 
deserves special mention for its special assistance, the volun- 
tary work of members of the congregation, -above all stated require- 
ments. Others also did well. $935.30 was raised on the special appeal 
by the debt of the Diocese, contributed from all parts of the Diocese. 
All have our hearty thanks. 

The meeting of July 2 ratified and confirmed the settlement made 
with the Parish at Bloomlngton as satisfactory. 

The meeting of Nov. 12 was of a routine nature in preparation 
for the closing of acounts for the year. 

The meeting of Dec. 30, prepared the budget for the ensuing year — 
$5,000. This was distributed as follows: Two-fifths ($2,000) for Dio- 
cesan extension. Two-fifths for Diocesan expenses and one-fifth for 
General Missions in New York, these proportions to be observed in 
the distribution of this year's funds. Arrears up to Jan. 1, 1915 were 
to be applied on the notes held by the Rldgely National Bank, repre- 
senting Diocesan indebtedness, $1,500; $200 has been paid on these 
notes; $400 was appropriated for the circulation of the Springfiela 
Churchman. A change of Diocesan rooms was recommended at a sav- 
ing of $100 annual expense, in case the proper authorities saw fit to 
take such action. An assessment at the rate of $200 per communicant 
was laid on the Parishes and Missions of the Diocese for the carrying 
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out of all obligations, including the wiping out of indebtedness as fast 
as possible. $260 was authorized to be paid to the treasurer for clerical 
assistance employed by him during the past year.

THE BISHOP'S ANNUAL ADDRESS 

(See Appendix I.) 

The Rev. George C. Dunlop presented the report of the 
Church Clergy Pension Fund Commission, with a recommenda- 
tion attached: 

REPORT OF CLERGY PENSION COMMISSION. 

The Clergy Pension Commission held a meeting In Springfield on 
Saturday, Jan. 23, with all members present and after several hours' 
conference with Mr. Monell Sayre» secretary of the Church Pension 
Fund, resolved unanlmouslx to recommend to this Synod the adoption 
of the system for the pensioning of the Clergy as created by the Gen- 
eral Convention of 1913. This system provides for the pensioning of 
the Clergy, their widows and minor orphans without charity and the 
hap-hazard methods now In vogue of raising money for their relief. 
It Is a thoroughly scientific business-like proposition worked out by 
one of the greatest authorities on the subject of pensions. It puts the 
question of clergy relief on a self-respecting basis and guarantees tn& 
relief with the certainty of an Old Line Life Insurance Company. To 
quote from the report of the Church Pension Committee: "The system 
is this: When a Parish pays its rector his salary, it pays also a small 
added sum to a central fund, which held at Interest, will be sufficient to 
produce an annuity at a piven age, and on his death will provide 
annuities to his widow and minor orphans. Cases of disability by 
accident or disease are also provided for." 
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In general tlie ways and means may be stated as follows: In 
order to give every clergyman a minimum pension of $600.00 a year 
upon retirement at the age of 68, and guarantee all the other benefits 
as outlined, and make the system effective within the next year as 
now proposed, Parishes and Missions will pay the Pension Treasurer 
of the Diocese (the representative of the Church Pension Fund) an 
annual premium of 7 and a fraction per cent of the salaries of their 
clergy. The offerings on Thanksgiving Day and the Sunday following 
will be devoted to meeting these premiums. The income of oui^ Dio- 
cesan Relief Fund, the General Clergy Relief Fund and similar funds 
will all be applicable to the same end. The General Board of Missions 
will pay the premiums of the Missionaries whose salaries are paid by 
the Board. Likewise the Church Extension Board will be obliged to 
pay the premiums of the Diocesan Missionaries whose salaries are not 
paid by the General Board of Missions or the Missions themselves. 

Inasmuch as the General Convention has created this system and 
a large majority of Dioceses through the proper authorities have 
voted in favor of putting this system into effect at the earliest possible 
moment under the direction of the Church Pension Fund, and the Gen- 
eral Board of Missions has gone on record as supporting the same 
system, we respectively recommend that the present Diocesan Pension 
Commission be continued with power to act in this matter and in co- 
operation with the Church Pension Fund devise further ways and 
means for making the proposed plan operative in our own Diocese.

The report was received and fully and generally discussed 
by the Synod and finally the recommendation of the committee, 
that this Diocese enter into the proposed Clergy Pension Fund 
scheme now being developed, was adopted by vote of both 
orders, and this Diocese will go into the scheme.

The Synod at 5:30 o'clock, on motion, took a recess until 
8:00 o'clock tonight, and after the social missionary meeting 
took a further recess until 9:30 o'clock tomorrow morning.

Paul's Church for a social missionary meeting, and was called 
to order by the Bishop.

Early celebrations of the Holy Communion were held in 
St. Paul's and St. John's Church. 

Matins were said in St. Paul's Church at 9 :30 a. m. 

The Bishop called the synod to order at 10 :00 a. m. 

The .Secretary called the roll of the Clergy and lay dele- 
gates not present at yesterday's sessions and several answered 
to their names. 

The Secretary read the minutes of the previous day, which 
were approved. 

Mr. M. P. Gilbert presented the report (Part I) of the 
Committee on Legislation.

The Committee on Legislation having examined the 
draft of the proposed Canon to be numbered 'Canon 53,* *0f 
Deputies to the Provincial Synod,' find the same to be in due 
form and recommend that the report be received. ' ' Signed by 
the committee. 

Mr. Gilbert moved that the report be accepted. The 
motion was seconded and carried. 

Mr. Gilbert moved the adoption of Canon 53, **0f Deputies 
to the Provincial Synod." 

After some discussion of the Canon, the Rev. W. H. Tomlins 
moved, and it was seconded, that the proposed Canon be laid 
on the table. The motion was carried. 

The Rev. Johannes Rockstroh presented Part II of the 
report of the Committee on Legislation: 

The Committee on Legislation having examined the amendment 
to Canon 35 offered by the Rev. Mr. Batty, respectfully report that they 
consider the same inexpedient at the present time. 

On motion the recommendation of the committee was 
adopted. 
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The Rev. Wm. Baker moved the confirmation of the pro- 
posed amendment to Article XIV of the Constitution, to-wit: 

Omit ''and a Parish or Mission shall be so held to be sus- 
pended without further action whenever it shall be found not 
to have paid its assessment to the Diocesan Fund or any dues 
laid upon it by any proper authority." 

The motion was seconded by the Rev. Thomas Dyke and 
on ballot by orders was carried by a vote of 17 ayes to 4 noes 
of the Clergy, and 8 ayes to 2 noes by the laity, the Bishop 
also. concurring. Article XTV of the Constitution therefore 
now reads as follows : 



ARTICLE XIV. 

Forfeiture of Privileoes. 

Any Parish or Mission may be suspended from the right of repre* 
sentation in the Synod, or its connection with the Diocese wholly dis- 
solved, by a vote of two-thirds of each order, whenever the same shall 
be deemed necessary. Should the Bishop signify to the Synod that in 
his judgment action is necessary, the Synod shall proceed at once to 
such action as the case may in its judgment require. 

The Rev. Wm. Baker gave notice of amendment to Article 
XrV of tlie Constitution.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF REUGIOUS EDUCATION. 

The Committee on Public Schools has made some stadr of thp 
Gary and the WH»Ued Colorado plana. Under the latter oeSut i« 
glren for Bible and religions instruction under pastors and te^m in 
the sereral churches. Superintendent CoUins of JackaonTiUe exormPA 
his wiUingncas to actt^t such credit and Superintendent Blair tein 
warm srmpathy with such efforts and has stoted to the chairman of the 
committee, the Ber. Mr. Neely, that there is nothing in the State law 
to prerent relii^ous instrurtion during the school hours, provided no 
objection is made by parents or children. The chairman has already 
giren some such instruction. At the JackaonTiUe High School leli^oos 
exercises are now held twice a week at the assembly hour There 
seems to be promise of great advance in the near future in the matter 
of religious instruction in connection with the pnbUc schools oT the 
State. 

In accordance with a plan adopted at the Noyember meeting of 
the Board, two meetings on the general work of the Board haye been 
held, one in December, at Springfield, the other in February, at Bloom- 
ington. A profitable meeting was held this winter by the delegates 
from the Diocese of Chicago. Messrs. H. N. Cooper and H. H. Brigham 
and the delegates from this Diocese, the Rey. Dr. Stires and the Hon' 
H. A. Northcott, appointed by the Bishop of Chicago and our own 
Bishop respectlyely, in accordance with the resolution passed by this 
Synod at its last session. Last Sunday evening the Chicago delegates, 
both of whom have sons at the Uniyersity, addressed a meeting of 
students and faculty members on the subject of the proposed chapel. 
One practical result of this meeting was the distribution among the 
students of subscription blanks to be sent to their home friends. The 
plan proposed is to construct a portion of the building as soon as the 
necessary funds are raised. The arrangement is such that the building 
can be completed at only a slightly greater cost than would be re- 
quired for the erection of the whole building at one time and there will 
be the immense gain of having an appropriate place for the holding ot 
services. The accommodations In the basement of Osborne Hall are 
limited and the room is far from beautiful, while the effect of the 
larger University Hall, for the use of which we are grateful to the 
authorities, is, to say the least, depressing, both for the Chaplain and 
the congregation. The need of an organ is also sorely felt But the 
real signlflcance of this recent active interest in Church work at the 
University by those outside of the Diocese lies in the fact that it in- 
dicates that the work is not regarded as simply a Diocesan affair, but 
is extended to a provincial scope. 

In view of the difficulties under which he labors, the Chaplain's 
report is decidedly encouraging, especially in its promise of larger re- 
sults under more promising conditions. The congregation consists of 
96 adult persons connected with the faculty or otherwise resident at 
the University, and in their families there are ten children. In addi- 
tion to these, there are six post graduates, all women. There are 141 
men students and 48 girls. This makes a total of 297 persons in the 
spiritual charge of the Chaplain. The young children attend a class 
and there is a class for older boys. For the men students there is a 
class conducted by Professor Stoek and a corresponding class for girls 
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conducted by Miss Ruth Wheeler. A men's club, called the Seymour 
Guild, has been organized this winter. The Chaplain has taken a 
house in the student district and has had the pleasure of having some 
of the men students as guests and visitors. 

The present year at Osborne Hall has been very successful, both 
from the financial and the human side. There are 31 girls in residence 
and an excellent spirit is shown, due in no small measure to the tact 
and 'skill of the house mother, Mrs. Carr. 

With the erection of a chapel near the campus the most pressing 
need of our Church work at the University will be met and the mem- 
bers of the Board feel confident that they will be able to report this con- 
summation to the next Synod.

Baker presented the report of the Board 
of Religious Education on Sunday Schools : 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

Your committee on the Sunday Schools of the Diocese begs leave 
to report that it has held two meetings during the year at which there 
were general discussions of the Sunday School work. An examination 
of the reports of the various parishes and missions shows that there 
has been a slight gain in this work, though the statistics are not com- 
plete. 

So far as can be learned the difficulties which have to be faced are 
these : 

(a) In the smaller parishes and missions there are very few 
children. 

(b) Parents of children do not insist that those for whose spirit- 
ual life they are responsible attend the Sunday School of their own 
Church, but allow them to go elsewhere with friends. 

(c) In many places services are only held at intervals and the 
Priest in charge of several missions is unable to obtain help from the 
laity to conduct the Sunday School. 

With these facts in view your committee is of the opinion that the 
problem is not so much a problem of children as of parents. If the 
parents were loyal to the Church they would see that the Sunday 
Schools were properly equipped and supplied with teachers and then 
send their children to them. In many cases they do neither. 

Your committee finds that there is a general disposition to con- 
sider the Sunday School a substitute for the Church. At the conclu- 
sion of the Sunday School period the children leave the building and 
do not return for the Church service which usually follows. Every 
teacher should impress upon those whom they have in their classes 
that it is their duty to remain for Divine Service and they themselves 
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ejectment, pending in the Circuit Court at Belleyille, St Clair County, 
wherein it is sought to dispossess the grantees of the Church now in 
possession. The case was tried and submitted at the last term of 
court and is now held under advisement by the court. A favorable 
decision is hoped for. Respectfully submitted,

Friendly Society: 

GIRLS' FRIENDLY SOCIETY REPORT. 

The Girls' Friendly Society in this Diocese is making slow but 
steady progress. There are now eight branches, namely: Alton, 
Collinsville, Granite City, St. Paul's St. John's and St Luke's, Spring- 
field, Thayer and Virden. 

There has been an increase during the past year in the number 
of associates from 30 to 36, and in the members from 70 to 93. 

At Alton classes for Bible study and literature have been well at- 
tended and the members have also worked for the Old Ladies' Homb, 
and the Orphanage of the Holy Child. 

The Collinsville branch has now been reorganized, and meets with 
renewed vigor in the basement of the Church. 

A new and promising branch was formed at Virden in November 
under Mrs. Bracket's leadership. 

In Springfield the girls have been learning how to bring First Aid- 
to the injured, and at St. John's have been zealous in the study of 
"Correct English." 

The St. Paul's branch spent the early part of the year in working 
for our much needed Holiday House, and by a sale of work and en- 
tertainment, realized nearly 80 dollars, and by the sale of Diocesan 
Kalendars, about 50 dollars. 

The post cards of St. Paul's Church which are on sale in the 
Parish House, at the low sum of two for 5 cents or 12 for a quarter, and 
also in aid of this fund. We hope everyone present will take home a 
quarter's worth. 

On November 2nd a united service of the varous branches was held 
in St. Paul's Church, when including Choir and Clergy, a procession 
of about SO was formed, each branch being provided with a new banner. 

This was followed by a Quiet Day for Associates, and other 
Ladies, with addresses by the Bishop. As one of those present said, 
"I would like a Quiet Day like that every month." We hope there may 
be a larger number present this year. We also ask for the help of all 
who are able to give it towards a permanent Holiday House.

The furnishings and library were 
consequently removed to the present location under the direction of the 
secretary of the Diocese with the help of the Rev. Edward Haughton 
and Miss Bloomfield and the treasurer of the Diocese, Mr. J. H. Hol- 
brook. The present rooms are light and warm In winter and will be 
cool In summer and though there Is less space than In the old rooms, 
still there Is ample room for all the necessary work of the library 
and offices of the Bishop, secretary and Springfield Churchman, and 
all ordinary meetings of the Diocesan Committees.

My specialist physician assures me he can have my throat cured 
by fall. 

This awful sickness has effected what I prayed for, only, of course, 
I did not think it would be answered by sickness. 

It seems so hard, yea, impossible, to see the hand of God at work 
until the time comes when we can look back over the visitation.

Mr. F. M. Sayre presented the report of the State of the 
Church, which was received. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF CHURCH. 

We, your committee, find much to encourage in the progress of 
the Church in the Diocese during the last year. 

We are glad to welcome several new priests into the southern part 
of the Diocese when the Church Is showing renewed life, and to hear of 
the progress of the Italian Mission. 

In the colored work we find in St. Luke's Mission, Springfield, grat- 
ifying progress, and in Cairo, also the work is going forward. It is 
pleasant to find a fine parish house nearly completed at Christ Church, 
Springfield. St. John's Mission shows vigorous life. The orphanage, 
under the excellent management Is in good financial condition. 

We notice that work under the new rectors is being pushed forward 
both in East St. Louis and Paris. We congratulate the Rev. Johannes 
Rockstroh on his long and faithful service In this diocese, and hope 
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that he will long continue to be as helpful as ever in its councils. 

The Church work in Emmanuel Parish, Champaign, under Rev. 
Dr. Hoster is showing unified and strengthened life. At the Uniyer> 
sity the work goes on as favorably as can be expected under present 
conditions. A new interest is being shown by the Chicago members 
of the Joint Committee on the Ch&pel building project. These busi- 
nessmen have already made three visits to the University. Osborne 
Hall is in a sound condition fulfilling its purposes. Three University 
students are looking forward to Holy Orders. Beside these we are 
pleased to note that there are two candidates and postulants of this 
Diocese for the ministry, making eight in all. 

We hear good word from Pekin of Church life, and of the financial 
status at Lincoln. It is gratifying to see that St. Matthews, Bloom- 
ington, has a lay delegation at the Synod this year. We hope others 
will follow their good example. 

The Diocesan committee on religious education, in addition to its 
Sunday School and University work, has conducted public meetings 
in the interest of religious education in Springfield and Bloomlngton 
and is planning other like meetings. 

We regret that the Woman's Auxiliary will not have their annual 
meeting this year. We hear of the good works of the various branches 
and believe that the Auxiliary of this Diocese will present a good 
showing at the United offering. 

While in these depressed times there are discouraging things, yet 
on the whole, we feel that we may lift up our hearts, thank God, and 
take courage.

The Rev. H. B. Jeflferson presented the report ©f the Com- 
mittee on Finance: 

This committee reports that it has examined the statement of the 
treasurer of the Diocese and finds it complete, and full, and satisfactory 
in every particular. 

Your committee recommends the acceptance by this Synod of the 
treasurer's report. 

It is the opinion of your committee that a few minutes of the time 
of this Synod should be devoted to a discussion of the items delinquent 
assessments, remittances of arrears, ways and means of raising money 
to cancel the loan at the bank, and remove the stigma and reproach 
that is upon us of failing to pay our Bishop's salary. 

H. B. Jefferson, 
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The Bey. Dr. Hoster moved the following resolution, which 
was seconded and carried: 

That in view of the uncertainty that exists with regard to the 
ecclestiastical status of some of the smaller parishes and missions and 
the necessity of a full understanding and record concerning them, the 
Synod recommends that the Bishop appoint a committee to make care- 
ful inquiries throughout the Diocese and present a full report to the 
Ssmod next year of the status of the various parishes and missions of 
the Diocese, the tenure of Church property and any matters they may 
think worthy of attention and record. 

Rev. William Baker gave the following notice of amend- 
ment to Article XIV of the Constitution : 

Article 14 to amend by adding after "necessary" the words "by the 
Synod/' and by striking out the words "should the Bishop" to end of 
article. 

The Rev. T. W. C. Cheeseman moved that the thanks and 
appreciation of the Synod be extended' to Canon Beade for 
his coming to us ai\d preaching the excellent sermon of Wednes- 
day morning. Carried. 

The Rev. Dr. Stires moved that the thanks of the Synod 
be extended to the ladies of St. Paul's and Christ Church for 
the luncheons and hospitality extended to the members of 
the Synod. Carried. 

Prof. D. K. Dodge moved that the sum of five dollars be 
paid to the sexton of St. Paul's Church for his services. Carried. 

Mr. J. P. Cadwallader moved the following resolution, 

which was seconded and carried: 

Resolved that it is the sense of the Synod that the treasurer shall 
from time to time, make special efforts to collect the arroaragos of 
parishes and missions to apply on the indebtedness of the Diocese, in- 
cluding especially, any balance due on the Bishop's salary. 

It was moved that the Secretary and Bishop determine 
the number of Journals and copies of the Bishop's address 
necessary to be printed and be authorized to have them printed 
for the Synod. Seconded and carried. 

Rev. William Baker moved that the sum of $50.00 be given 
the Secretary as a honorarium for his services. Seconded and 
carried. 

There being no further business, the Secretary read the 
minutes of the proceedings of the day, which were approved, 
and after the benediction by the Bishop, the Synod adjourned.

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Appendix I. 

THE BISHOP'S ADDRESS 

Looking around upon our Synod this morning we cannot 
but be struck with the number of new faces among us, of new 
brethren we have been called upon to meet. With one other 
not able to be present today we welcome nine fellow-workers in 
our fair Diocese. Of these, two have not yet been transferred 
to my jurisdiction, but I hope this will not be long delayed and 
that being placed on the roll of the Diocese, they will remain 
long to work side by side with us for the Glory of God and the 
help of His people. 

These very welcome brethren are the Rev. F. J. Barwell- 
Walker who comes with experience of mission work in England 
and Northern Michigan and is now in charge of a large area in- 
cluding Murphysboro, Carbondale and far off Chester. 

The Rev. Edward S. Barkdull has had a varied experience 
in the Eastern States and for a time in Illinois. We have every 
reason to hope that our missions at Albion and Olney will pros- 
per under his care. 

The Rev. P. C. Capozzi, not present with us today was a 
priest of the Italian Church who has found in the Anglican 
Communion a purer faith. The Bishop of Pennsylvania recom- 
mends him warmly and I have been glad to put him in charge of 
our Italian Mission at Freeman. 

The Rev. A. H. Haubert, who came to us from New York, 
has also been under the Roman obedience, but has found renewed 
faith and life and congenial work in our Diocese, winning the 
respect and affection of those to whom he has been sent. 

The Rev. George P. Hoster needs no introduction, and the 
brethren who knew him have gladly welcomed him as be comes 
back with renewed health and strength from his self-imposed 
exile in the mountains of Tennessee. Our congregation at Cham- 
paign will find him a fearless leader in all good ways and works. 
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The Rev. James D. Simmons from the Diocese of Harris- 
burg has found a warm-hearted people in his new parish at Mat- 
toon, where he has already been successful in leading boys and 
men to seek the grace given in the Laying on of Hands. 

The Rev. John H. Simons coming from Arkansas has most 
worthily filled the place left vacant at St. Luke's, Springfield^ 
by the death* of the Rev. R. L. Wilson. The work well begun 
has gone steadily forward and the people of St. Luke 's are going 
on in a measurable degree towards a condition of self support. 

The Rev. Arthur 6. Wilson, coming from the Diocese of 
Fond du Lac, has taken the rectorship of St. Andrew's Church, 
Paris, and with loving energy and diligence has restored con- 
fidence and hope to our people in that city. With commendable 
zeal he has shown great readiness in helping the Bishop to care 
for souls beyond his immediate care. 

The last of whom I speak, in one sanse the youngest amongst 
us, is the Rev. Joseph Franklin Langton, whom I ordained to the 
Diaconate on the 21st day of April, having good reason to be- 
lieve that, though somewhat older than most men who take up 
the burden of the ministry, he has received a true call from 
God and will render faithful and useful service in His church. 



Turning now to the brethren who have left us — the Rev. W. 
F. Kemoy, who still cherishes a hope that he may again work 
in his oflSce, grows steadily weaker. He is now in a Home in 
the city of Denver, with little prospect of ever leaving it. 

It is right that I should say a word here of his family, a 
wife and two sons. When it was clear that her husband's work- 
ing days were over, this brave-hearted woman returned at once 
to an occupation she followed before her marriage and is working 
as a bookkeeper to support herself and her dear boys. The 
spirit she shows makes her the more worthy of our sympathy 
and help. She cannot alone carry her burden, and I am certain 
the Diocese will be ready to give her a helping hand. I may re- 
mind you that her oldest son, a bright boy of thirteen is a 
cripple, and will never be as other boys. It is necessary that 
he shall be taken care of and suitably educated for self-support. 
I venture to hope that there are those who will take him into 
their hearts and, relieving his mother of anxiety, see that for 
the next five years he may have all that is necessary, that he may 
grow up a strong and brave man to fill such place in the world 
as God may be pleased to point out for him.

hundred and sixty sermons and addresses. I also conducted our 
annual retreat at Champaign and gave a retreat for the Sisters 
of St. John the Divine in Toronto, with Quiet Days for church- 
women of the Girls' Friendly Society in Springfield and Utica, 
New York. 

After Christmas it became necessary for me, as in former 
years to seek a warmer climate and I spent February and March 
with cousins in Jamaica and Cuba, returning to the Diocese for 
Palm Sunday and Holy Week. I hope, if it pleases Qod, to 
continue my work until the wintry weather compels me again 
to migrate. 

Looking over the visible work of the Church, we may con- 
gratulate Christ Church, Springfield, on its Parish House ris- 
ing in fair proportions and soon to be completed. There is no 
other new building, but Petersburg rejoices under a new roof 
and an entirely renewed interior. 

The parish of Lincoln has bravely struggled with its im- 
mense debt and hopes by the end of the year to see it all 
paid off. 

The Chapel at Glen Carbon is being recognized fully by the 
people as their Church Home, while the large room in the base- 
ment is a welcome refuge to the miners who have hitherto had no 
place of rest or pleasure but a saloon. If we could again have 
a mission-woman in this pretty village, the gain and comfort 
would be very great. 

St. John's Church, Springfield, has almost rebuilt its Parish 
Hall, while St. John's House stands open to all in Ridgely who 
wish to use it. The Fortnightly Penny Readings with lectures 
and amusements are growing in the appreciation of the people. 

Our colored work is really growing in Springfield, and St. 
Michael's Cairo is showing a life and earnestness that has been 
wanting for many years. 

The spiritual work at the State University goes steadily on, 
but the Chapel which should be its home is still wanting. 

In going over the Diocese and placing new clergy in their 
work, I find a great uncertainty whether certain places ate 
parishes, missions or what they are. Under the early canons of 
the Diocese of Illinois any congregation was accounted a parish. 
Of late years some parishes have become missions and yet think 
of themselves as parishes. All this should be cleared up by a 
careful inspection of records and in other ways, and I propose to 
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The third postulant is George Jvilius Cleaveland, son of our 
priest at Collinsville, who hopes to be able to enter at Nashotah 
in the coming fall. As Lay Reader he has done excellent Work in 
assisting his father in our miners' mission at Glen Carbon, and 
has been assisted by his father in his studies. We may be very 
hopeful that these five young men will prove worthy of their 
vocation and be found faithful servants in the Church of God. 
I commend them to your sympathy and prayers. 

Turning to financial matters it is satisfactory to know that 
the assessments paid during the first four months of this year 
are $240.00 in excess of the same months of last year. They are 
however, $358.00 less than the full amount due, pointing, unless 
strongly made up, to a deficit at the end of the year. 

Very little of the arrears of last year has been made up. 

I must remind you that notes against the Diocese to the 
amount of $1,300.00 are awaiting payment at the bank. 

Two years ago a special effort was made to obtain money 
to place the Diocese on a satisfactory footing, an effort only 
partially successful. 

The Synod directed the Finance Board to make a reduction 
in the indebtedness of many places, but this of course did not re- 
duce the indebtedness of the Diocese. The amount of the re- 
ductions would have wiped out all our debts ; so also would the 
arrears of last year. If the parishes and missions would only 
honestly pay up their arrears of last year the Diocese would be 
free from debt. If they realized, this there might be some hope 
that they would do their duty. As it is, notes of $1,300.00 
stand in the name of the Bishop and the Diocese has to pay the 
interest on them. 

We have, by this time, all heard of the Emergency Fund 
for the missionary work of the Church, and we shall presently 
hear of what the Diocese has done toward raising it. 

When half the current year had passed it became clear to 
the General Board that the sum of $400,000.00 would be needed 
to pay off the debt of last year and meet all the expenses of this 
year. 

The General Board of Missions therefore sent out an appeal 
to the bishops and clergy to bring this great need before their 
people. 
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With this was added a suggestion that every member of 
the Church should be asked to give one day's wages, pay, or in- 
come; thus asking from each a distinct sum, which it seems 
possible for all but a very few to give. 

If this suggestion was accepted and acted upon the result 
would be millions, not thousands; one dollar from each would 
be a million, and there are many whose daily income is very far 
above that. 

In order that we of this Diocese should do our full share 
in this work, I wrote a letter to be read in all the churches, and 
also had it printed in our Diocesan Paper, asking all our people 
to endeavor to make this oflfering — one day's income. I directed 
that envelopes should be sent from New York for distribution 
to aU communicants, and asked that the envelopes with their 
offerings should be offered on each altar on last Sunday, May 2, 
the parish priest bringing the total amount and offering it as a 
part of a great Diocesan offering at the opening service of the 
Synod. 

I suggested that we should give at least $1,000.00, but if 
every communicant actually gave the amount — a day's income — 
asked for, the sum total would be more than $5,000.00, a grand 
and worthy gift from the Diocese. We look forward to hearing 
what has been given. 

It will be well to add that it is probable that some congre- 
gations will not have made up their quota by today and may yet 
do so before the first day of June, by which date the money is 
needed. Our June Paper will give the full result. 

It is cheering to know that already over $100,000 has been 
paid or promised. 

I have now to speak of some matters which will be before the 
Synod for consideration and action : 

The reprint of the Constitution and Canons has been in 
your hands for some months. This reprint was made necessary 
by the number of cjianges made since the edition of 1907 ; but 
it is not in the shape it should finally take. It is rather in the 
nature of a proof for correction. Contradictions and incon 
sistencies may be found in it, with other things which may be 
omitted as provided for in the General Canons of the Church. 

It is of course, open to any member of the Synod to propose 
amendments during this session, and such amendments can be 
acted upon. It would, however, seem to be better that all correc 
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tions and amendments should be placed in the hands of the Com- 
mittee on the Revision of the Canons and after consideration be 
brought before us at our Synod of next year. We might then 
hope to be able to print a body of canons which would not need 
revision or addition for many years to come. 

There will also come before you at this time a motion for 
the confirmation of a change made last year in Article XIV of 
the Constitution, it needing the action of two S3rnods before a 
change of Constitution becomes law. 

The amendment in question is the omission from Article 
XIV on ** Forfeiture of Privileges," of the words **and a Parish 
or Mission shall be held to be so suspended without action, 
whenever it shall be found not to have paid its assessment to 
the Diocesan Fund, or any dues laid upon it by proper 
authority." 

The difference this will make if the words quoted are 
omitted is simply this : As it stands, a parish delinquent in its 
payments is automatically disfranchised for that year and until 
such time as it shall have made its payments good. If the words 
are struck out such disfranchisement can only take place by a 
vote of two-thirds of each Order in the Synod, the bishop hav- 
ing first signified that in his judgment such action is necessary. 

The difference is very great and important. The motion 
cannot be changed or modified, the vote is a simple **aye" or 
**nay" on the confirmation or rejection of the change which 
strikes out the provision for automatic disfranchisement. But 
the confirmation is debateable, and I think the Synod should be 
very clear in its mind before taking final action. 

It must be remembered that disfranchisement is our only 
way of disciplining any parish or mission failing in its duty to 
the Diocese. 

If the words are struck out it remains that the offending 
place is on the request of the bishop, practically put on trial 
before the Synod, and if disfranchised, it is by the recorded 
vote of the clergy and delegates of the other parishes. This 
opens the way to the possible incurring of odium by the bishop 
and to the creation of hard feelings between parishes, or the 
representatives of parishes, because of their action in the matter. 

In the other case, the Article remaining as it is, there is no 
opportunity for any personal feeling in the matter, the canon 
works automatically, and the offending parish is disciplined.

takes effect immediately and we can at once uroceed to the elec- 
tions. 

Our deputies, both Clerical and Lay, should be men experi- 
enced in the laws and work of the Church, men known to be of 
good judgment, men who can be relied on to maintain the tra- 
ditions of the Diocese and men who will spare no labor or pains 
that the Diocese may be worthily represented in this important 
council of the Church in the Mid-west. 



The Clergy Pension Fund reaches out further than the 
Province. It covers the whole American Church, at home and 
in the most distant missions in other lands. 

There can be no doubt that the Church should provide ade- 
quately for her clergy in sickness and old age, and also for the 
wives and children who may be dependent on them at the time 
of their death, or of disability to continue in their work. It is a 
stigma upon the Church that this has not been done before ; that 
the clergy of the Church have been left in doubt or anxiety as 
to their own future or that of their families, that they have been 
left to depend upon charitable gifts which may or may not come ; 
that they have been compelled to pay for some small sum in the 
way of life insurance out of salaries altogether insufficient for 
the real needs of every day life. 

ilen cannot do their best work or live their best life when 
such cares and anxieties press upon them. It is certain also, 
that the fact that there is no provision for the future, has 
deterred men from entering the ministry, and also has been the 
cause why some of them have given up their high calling and 
seeking deposition, have returned to the ranks of the laity and 
the business of the world. 

We are all agreed that some kind of provision in the way 
of pension or future support is necessary, the question is only as 
to the manner of accomplishing it and of bringing such a fund 
into existence, with some further questions as to the administra- 
tion of it. 

Various projects have been set on foot and maintained and 
the General Clergy Relief Fund and Clergjonen 's Retiring Fund 
have done good work. Some of the larger Dioceses have their 
own pension funds. But none of these things is able to meet 
the real need, nor can Anything do so unless it is supported by, 
and provides, for the need of the whole Church. 
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The scheme of raising a $5,000,000 relief fund was found im- 
practicable and has been abandoned. However, if this large 
amount had been raised it would not have been sufficient for all 
the needs of clergy widows and orphans. Some organization is 
necessary in which there is not only a large capital sum, but also 
a large and steady contribution list, an organization with such a 
power behind it that it cannot fail. Such a power can only 
be found in the Church itself, nothing else is sufficient. 

The Clergy Pension Fund is created to fill this great place 
and to do it with all the power of the whole Church backing it 
up and responsible for the carrying out of its work. 

There will no doubt be some questions raised as to the 
wisdom of its details and method. This is the case with every 
organized work in the world. But looking at the matter in the 
large, we find this, that the proposed Clergy Pension Fund is 
the outcome of the deliberations of one of the strongest com- 
mittees of the General Convention, assisted by men accustomed 
to all the details of life insurance and actuarial calculations — 
that, after being thoroughly scrutinized and criticized from 
every point of view, it was presented to and accepted by both 
houses of the General Convention. When we remember that the 
House of Deputies is made up of men from every business in 
life, men of first rate business ability and familiar with all 
manner of financial questions and insurance and such like, and 
after thorough explanation and criticism, was accepted by them 
and recommended to the Church at large, we here may be well 
content to accept it. We have no knowledge or skill greater 
than that of those who have prepared this, that would justify us 
in rejecting it. 

Personally I am quite clear on that point and do not care 
to discuss it further. 

The point, however, that does need consideration is whether 
if we accept the plan, and pledge ourselves as a Diocese to 
live up to it, we shall be able to fulfill our pledge. 

Briefly, the plan, as you all know, is this : When a parish 
pays a rector his salary, it pays also a further sum into the 
central fund. This sum held at interest is sufficient to pro- 
duce an annuity at a given age, and on the death of the clergy- 
man will provide annuities for his wife and minor children. 

Careful calculation shows that the sum needed will bear 
the relation of seven per cent to the salary. A parish, therefore, 
paying a salary of $1,000 will have to pay $70 into the central 
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fund. It is really in a way, deferred salary, instead of paying 
the rector $1,070, the parish pays $70 into a fund where it will 
be invested and he will receive the benefit in his time of need. 

When a clergyman moves he forfeits no claim, the system is 
carried out in every parish to which he may go. 

In its application to small places partly dependent on a 
Diocesan Board, it is provided that the person or committee who 
pays the salary, pays also the amount into the central fund. 
Thus if a mission priest received $800, of which $200 came from 
each of two missions and $400 from the board, each mission 
would pay $14 a year and the board $28 into the central fund. 

The minimum pension for clergymen will be $600 and be 
larger according to the amount paid in by parishes on behalf 
of their rectors, no pension, however, exceeding $2,000. 

All the payments in any Diocese will be reported to the 
central body which will then let the Diocese know how much it 
must raise per annum. The Diocese will then proceed to collect 
the seven per cent from those who pay the salaries, it being 
provided that if it is perfectly clear that certain places cannot 
pay the money asked, the deficit may be added to the sums to 
be paid by the larger and stronger places. 

Of course all this takes effect when the pension fund is 
established in the Church by the consent of the great majority 
of the Dioceses. It therefore, does not affect the present clergy. 
There are many liabilities already incurred, as for instance, by 
the General Clergy Relief Fund which will not come under the 
operation of the pension fund. The pension fund will take care 
of these by taking all the property of the General Clergy Relief 
and adding to this a large collected sum, thus constituting a 
special fund to meet these which are called * * accrued liabilities. ' ' 
No old man need fear that he will be overlooked in the operat- 
ing of this new scheme. He may possibly not receive the full 
$600 which shall be provided later, but he will receive a sum 
equal to and probably more than that which he would receive 
under any other plan. 

Without going further into details, I put before you this 
point for consideration: Can we do it? Can our self -support- 
ing parishes add seven per cent to that which they now pay the 
rector? Can the missions pay seven per cent more on the sum 
assigned to them? Can the Church Extension Board add seven 
per cent to the sum it now appropriates to the support of each 
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of the mission clergy f If in any of these cases it was found to 
be impossible to raise the money, would the clergyman be able 
and willing to pay it himself out of his salary in order to secure 
himself from the loss or diminution of his pension? 

One thing is certain. Every Diocese entering into this pen- 
sion fund will have to devote more energy to the question of the 
support of the clergy, and undertake the whole thing in a more 
businesslike manner. This in itself will be no bad thing. The 
thing is right, it is just, and none should timidly shrink from 
responsibility involved in it and the effort needed. 

I therefore commend the matter earnestly to your con- 
sideration, perhaps I should say, your favorable consideration. 

If the Clergy Pension Fund can be established and be 
loyally supported by the whole Church it will make an enormous 
difference in the lives of the clergy, and they will take up their 
work with a brightness and spirit impossible, while the shadows 
of a poverty-stricken and neglected old age lies over them, or 
the equally dark shadow of a neglected widow and suffering 
children. 

The prospects' for the year in the Diocese are good. We 
have again a full list of Clergy, though not by any means all 
we ought to have, and we know the work that lies before us. 
We can enter upon it with glad hearts and in a cheerful spirit. 

May the good hand of our God be upon all, bringing a bless- 
ing to bishop, priests and people. Amen.

RULES OF THE 
CHURCH EXTENSION BOARD 



The following are the Rules framed by the Board for the 
carrying on of its work. They are now approved by the 
Synod : 

1. The Board shall meet once in each quarter of the year 
for business. Special meetings may be called by the President. 
The meetings shall from time to time be held in different towns 
of the Diocese. 

2. A committee of three shall be annually appointed with 
power to transact necessary business between the meetings of 
the Board. The committee shall consist of the President and 
two elected members. 

3. In accordance with Canon 18, § III, the Board will 
require that all pledges made to the Board on the part of 
Missions shall be paid into the treasury of the Board through 
the Treasurer of the Mission, monthly or quarterly. 

The Treasurer of the Board will add to the amount re- 
ceived from the Mission or Missions under the care of each 
Priest, the amount granted by the Board toward' stipend and 
pay each Priest the full amount promised to him, quarterly or 
monthly, as may be arranged. 

4. After the third year of a grant to a Mission or depend- 
ent Parish the amount shall be gradually reduced, with a view 
to leading the congregation to self-support, unless in the judg- 
ment of the Board there is good and suflScient cause for con- 
tinuing the full amount. 

5. In making any grant of books or other literature from 
its funds for the more effective work of any Parish or Mission, 
the Board will require each place to pay half the purchase 
money. 
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6. When any grant of money is made toward the pur- 
chase of land or buildings, or the erection of a building for a 
Parish or Mission already existing, the congregation shall be 
required to raise a sum at least equal to that granted by the 
Board ; and in no case shall the grant exceed one-half the cost 
of purchase. 

7. When a grant of books is obtained from any Society 
for the use of a Mission or Parish, the recipients shall be 
reminded that it is their duty to make some offering to the 
Funds of the granting Society. 

8. Missionaries and Rectors of Dependent Parishes re- 
ceiving help from the Board shall be required to make quar- 
terly reports of services held, Sacraments administered and 
Parish visits made, together with any other matters which may 
throw light on the condition of their field of work. The reports 
shall be sent to the Bural Deans on the last day of the months 
of February, May, August and November, who shall send them 
at once to the Bishop, who shall lay them before the Board 
(vid. Canon 33, § VII). 

Such reports should include extra Parochial work as re- 
quired by Canon 33, § VI. 

The Board will provide a form on which the Reports 
shall be made.

RULES OF ORDER 



1.— OPENING DEVOTIONS. 

Prayers shall be offered on each day Introductory to the business 
of the Synod. 

II— DUTIES OP THE PRESIDENT. 

1. He shall take the Chair every day precisely at the hour to 
which the Synod shall have adjourned ; shall call the members to order, 
and on the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the Journal of the pre< 
ceding day to be read. 

2. He shall preserve decorum and order, and shall decide questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the Synod by any two members — on 
which appeal no membj^r shall speak more than once unless by leave 
of the Synod. 

3. Questions shall be decided but in this form, viz: "As many as 
are of the opinion that (as the case may be), say Aye," and after the 
affirmative voice is expressed, "As many as are of the contrary opinion, 
say No." If the President doubt as to the result of the vote as taken 
above, or a division be called for, the Synod shall divide — ^those in the 
affirmative shall first rise in their seats, and afterwards those in the 
negative. No congregation shall be entitled to be counted as more 
than one vote among the laity. And an equal division of the lay dele- 
gates from a congregation shall neutralize the vote of that congrega- 
tion. 

4. All committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise specially directed by the Synod — in which case they shall be 
appointed by ballot — and if, upon such ballot, the number required 
shall not be elected by a majority of the votes cast, the Synod shall 
proceed to a second ballot; and in case a greater number than is re- 
quired to compose a complete committee shall have an equal number 
of votes, the Synod shall proceed to a further ballot or ballots. 

Ill— OP DECORUM AND DEBATE. 

5. When the President takes the chair, no member shall stand up 
unless addressed by the chair. 

6. No member shall absent himself from the service of the house 
unless he have leave, or be unable to attend. 

7. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the house, he shall, with due resnect, address the President, 
confining himself strictly to the point in debate. 
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8. No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate 
without leave of the house. 

9. A question being once determined shall stand as the judgrment 
of the house. 

10. While the President is putting any question the members 
shall continue in their seats, and shall not hold any private discussion. 

11. Every member who shall be in the house when any question 
is put shall, on a division, be counted, unless he is personally in- 
terested in the discussion. 

12. No motion shall be considered as before the house unless it 
be seconded, and, when required, reduced to writing. 

13. Where a question is under discussion no motion shall be re- 
ceived unless to lay upon the table, to postpone it to a certain time, to 
postpone it indefinitely, to commit it, to amend it, or to divide it; and 
motions for any of these purposes shall have precedence in the order 
herein named. The motions to lay upon the table and to adjourn 
shall be decided without debate. The motion to adjourn shall always 
be in order. 

14. When the house is about to rise, every member shall keep his 
seat until the President leaves the chair. 

15. The names of the movers of resolutions shall appear upon 
the minutes of the house. 

16. The reports of all committees shall be in writing and shall 
be received, in course, and without motion for acceptance, unless 
recommended by a vote of th^ house. All reports recommending or re- 
quiring any action or expression of opinion by the house shall be ac- 
companied by a resolution for the action of the house therein. 

17. If the question under debate contains several distinct propo- 
sitions, the same shall be divided at the request of any member, and 
a vote taken separately, except that a motion to strike out or insert 
shall be indivisible. 

18. All questions of order shall be decided by the chair without 
debate, but any member may appeal from such decision — which appeal 
shall be decided by the house — and on such appeal no member shall 
speak more than once without expressed leave of the l^ouse. 

19. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which 
they are moved. When a proposed amendment is under consideration 
a motion to amend the same may be made; no after amendment to 
such second amendment shall be in order. But when an amendment 
to an amendment is under consideration, a substitute for the whole 
matter may be received. No proposition on a subject different from 
the one under consideration shall be received under color of a sub- 
stitute.

SECRETARY'S REPORT, ORPHANAGE OF THE HOLY CHILD. 

In many respects the past year has been notable in the history of 
the Orphanage, not because of the financial receipts, for there hare 
been years when they were greater, but individual and society Interest 
in the institution and its affairs have been noteworthy. 

Many small improvements have been made that add greatly to the 
attractiveness and comfort of the building, besides contributing to the 
happiness of the Superintendent and those under her care. 

Among these may be mentioned that two of the rooms have been 
materially changeid in appearance by having been painted through the 
medium of St Faith's Society of St Paul's Church. 
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Two rooms have been painted and decorated through the generos- 
ity of Miss Josephine Edwords of Chester, as her Easter gift to the 
Orphanage. 

The chapel has been beautified by a new altar with hangings of 
white and gold, an Easter offering from the Bishop. This was aug- 
mented by the gift of a pair of large brass candlesticks from Miss 
Edwords of Chester. 

The beginning of an effort to enhance the beauty of the grounds 
was made by Mrs. C. A. Frazee and Mrs. Logan Hay, who have given

and had planted many shrubs and bulbs. The shrubs being of a hardy 
variety, it is hoped will add greatly to the future attractiveness of 
the premises. 

The different societies, representing various churches in the 
Diocese, have generously given labor and material towards the clothing 
and other needs of the children. 

Mention should be made of the Ladles of St. John's, Decatur; St. 
Cecelia's Guild of Pekin; the Ladies of Emmanuel Church, Champaign; 
also the Ladies of the University Chapel, Urbana. 

The Guild at Metropolis and St. Elizabeth's Society of Chester. 

The Parish House Club of Christ Church, Springfield, and St. 
Margaret's Guild of St Paul's, Springfield. 

Especial mention should be made of the work done by St. Faith's 
Society. This society is an organization that has for its particular 
object the welfare of the Orphanage, which it aids in a material way, 
and in such manner as the conditions call for, and it is but proper to 
acknowledge at this time the splendid work that is done by this society 
throughout the year. 

Last year a ladies' board, composed of the wives of the Trustees, 
and six other ladies chosen by them, was organized. This board has 
been helpful to the Orphanage in many ways and has added to the 
yearly receipts nearly one hundred and fifty dollars. 

There have been throughout the year numerous individual gifts 
and attentions, the very number of which preclude separate mention. 

At the last annual meeting of the Board of Trustees, it was realized 
that the increasing cares and responsibilities of the House Mother were 
becoming burdensome, and by unanimous approval it was decided to 
call to her aid an assistant to lighten the exacting requirements of 
her position. We were fortunate in procuring the services of Miss 
Cannon of Toronto, Canada, who is faithfully and acceptably fulfilling 
her duties for a salary not commensurate with the services rendered. 

During the year three children have been admitted to the insti- 
tution. 

Three have been discharged. 

There are at present thirteen children in the institution. 

At least seven more could be cared for comfortably. 

For the past fourteen months, the health of the children has been 
excellent, only one case of sickness having occurred during that time. 
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This was a light attack of measles, necessitating but one visit from 
the Orphanage physician. Owing to the splendid facilities tor isolat- 
ing cases of this kind, the disease did not further spread. 

Referring to the financial statement, it may be said that the finan- 
cial affairs of the Orphanage haye never beep better. It will be noted 
that the Financial Agent has not drawn any funds from the Treasurer 
for the past two years, so that the interest from the small endowment 
fund has been allowed to accumulate. 

At present, however, we owe a bill for coal which will necessitate 
drawing upon the accumulated interest, but will in no way impair the 
principal. If this fund is to be kept intact and reach the amount which 
it has been our ambition to attain, the good people of the Diocese must 
necessarily be Just a little more generous in their offerings. 

As this is my last official act in connection with the Orphanage, 
having requested not to be reappointed, I wish to say that I sever my 
official connection with both regret and satisfaction. Regret, that 
I did not accomplish more in a financial way for the institution, and 
satisfaction that the responsibility will no longer rest upon me. 

I wish to thank all of those who have generously aided by their 
courtesy and contributions, both in behalf of the Orphanage and my- 
self, and bespeak again your generous aid and co-operation for my 
successor.

John C. White moved that the Synod express by a 
standing vote its appreciation of the good and faithful work 
done for the benefit of the Orphanage by Dr. C. A. Frazee, and 
thank him most cordially for his time, talent and deep interest 
devoted to the institution for so long a time. The motion was 
seconded by Mr. Bluford Wilson and was carried by a rising 
vote. 

The Hon. Miles F. Gilbert, the Chancellor of the Diocese, 
reported that there was nothing of importance before him 
this year. 

The Rev. Geo. C. Dunlop presented the following report of 
the Board of Church Extension, which was received: 

REPORT OF THE CHURCH EXTENSION BOARD, MAY, 1916. 

The Board held several meetings during the year. Since the 
election of the Rev. Johannes Rockstroh as Treasurer of the Board, 
our financial situation has much improved, and on Jan. 4, 1916, the 
Treasurer reported a gratifying balance of $824.00, and on April 26, 
the date of our last meeting, the Treasurer yrns able to show that all 
obligations of the Board had been covered, with a small balance in 
the treasury. 
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It is with the deepest regret that the memberB of the Board learn 
that the Rev. Johannes Rockstroh is about to sever connection with 
our Diocese to accept work in the Diocese of Fond du Lac. We con- 
gratulate Fond du Lac» but we are sorry for Springfield. We wish 
our brother God's blessing in his new field of labor, and trust this 
Synod will place on record a resolution of its high appreciation of 
Mr. Rockstroh and the services he has rendered for many years and 
in many capacities. 

One of the most pressing needs in our missionary field is men 
who understand something of th<e problems of missionary work in 
the middle west and who have the tact, patience and consecration to 
win and hold the people. At the present time it can hardly be urged 
we are holding our own. On the contrary, we are losing ground, and 
largely because of this reason. 

A difficult problem now before the Board is to know what to do 
about St. John's Mission, Springfield. It has a mortgage debt of 
13,000.00. The interest of $150.00 is about due, and 1360.00 will barely 
cover necessary repairs on the building. The congregation is not 
large enough to shoulder these burdens. Possibly the Synod could do 
what the Board does not seem able to do, offer some solution of this 
problem. 

As pensions for the Clergy will probably become operative on March 
1, 1917, the Church Extension Board, after that date, must be prepared 
to pay its share of pension cost in behalf of its missionaries, and it 
will be well for the Synod to indicate the ways and means by which 
this increased charge in our Missionary budget may be fully covered.

The Rev. Wm. H. Tomlins presented the report of the 
Social Service Commission. 

SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

Tlie awakening in our time of the social consciousness demands 
the attention of the Church. Whatever tends to the alleviation of 
humanity's woes, spiritual, mental, or physical, should have the at- 
tention of the Christian. The wrongs against children, women and 
men, and their needs, are many. Hence the Social Service Commission. 

Our information regarding social service in the Diocese of Spring- 
field being very limited, our report cannot be very full. 

We note the following, which we thinK may properly come in this 
report: 

The Orphanage of the Holy Child is saving children from evil and 
training them in the Christian life. 

St. John's Church in North Springfield is doing a useful work 
among poor people, Miss Bloomfield giving her time to mothers' meet- 
ings and other duties. 

The new Parish House of Christ Church, Springfield, has its at- 
tractions in moving . pictures and other entertainments which keep 
many from places of evil. 

Alton has its Parish House also, adding to the usefulness of the 
work of the Church. 

At Glen Carbon, a mining town of 1,200 inhabitants in Madison 
county, the basement of the Chapel is used as a room for reading, 
games and entertainments. 

The superintendent of the Com Products Co., Granite City, a 
churchman, is interesting himself in leading foreigners to become good 
Americans. Another member of the Church in this same town, a 
school teacher, is giving a part of her time to teaching the children 
of foreigners. The same young lady rescued a little girl nine years of 
age from degradation and, taking the child to her own home, after a 
few weeks had her ready for the Orphanage of the Holy Child, where 
she is now well and' happy. 

We recommend: 

(1) The continiiance of a Social Service Commission. 

(2) The appointment by the chairman of the Commission from 
their number a Secretary to whom reports and other information per- 
taining to the Commission may be sent 

(3) Every Clergyman in the Diocese report to the Secretary of 
the Commission anything in his work pertaining to social service one 
month before the meeting of the Synod. 

(4) That sermons on American Citizenship be preached in every 
Parish and Mission the Sunday before the 4th of July.

Osborne Hall is in a sound coodttion, financially and otherwise. 
Soon after the beginning of the acad^aic year, Mrs. Carr was com- 
pelled, becaoBe of ill health, to resiga her position as matron after 
baTing rendered highly efficient and demoted senrice. Mrs. Tomlins 
took op Mrs. Carr's work until the committee succeeded in engaging 
Miss Whitley, who was warmly welcomed back to her former position. 

The question of holding specisl meetings in the interest of re- 
ligious education was carefully discussed by a committee appointed 
by the Board, and arrangements were made for holding such a meeting 
at Cairo. This committee also recoomiended that a definite Sunday 
School program be formulated, with special reference to the establish- 
ment of teachers' training classes in each Parish; that a column upon 
religious educati<m be started in the Diocesan paper; and adequate ob- 
Berrance of the Sunday in October suggested by the G. B. R. E. as the 
day of intercession and preaching upon religious education and an 
itinerary of the Diocese by Professor Stoek and Mr. Elmhirst in the 
interest of better organization of the Sunday School work. 

During the past year, the Secretary of the Board has acted as the 
Diocesan representative of the General Board in the distribution of 
questionaires.

The committee held a meeting in November and decided that in 
view of tbe many engagements of the Clergy in the work of the preach- 
ing MisBions, it would be inexpedient to try to hold such meetings until 
the Synod. 
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It was also the hope of the committee that the Sunday School 
work of the Diocese might be so systematized by action of the Synod 
as to glye more force to the presentation of that work at such meet- 
ings.

School Committee of the Board of Religious Education, with 
the resolution appended: 

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL COMMITTEE OP THE BOARD 

OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION. 

The committee begs leave to report that it has accomplished but 
little during the past year. While accepting full responsibility for 
their negligence, it asks you to consider that the work of the com- 
mittee was made very difficult, if not altogether impossible, by the 
action of the Synod last year in appointing a special committee on the 
Sunday School work of the Diocese. It is a matter for the Synod to 
decide whether it wishes the direction of the Sunday School work of 
the Diocese to be in the hands of a special committee or whether it 
be a part of the work of the Diocesan Board of Religious Education. 
But we feel that there i^hould be only one committee at work. The 
division of responsibility is apt to lead to negligence, as it has done in 
our case. Tour committee was given the task of collecting the appor- 
tionment for the General Board of Religious Education, with the sug- 
gestion that it be collected from the Sunday Schools of the Diocese. 
An effort was made to do this, but without great success. We suggest 
for your consideration and for that of the Synod that it is unfair to the 
Sunday Schools to ask them to pay the whole apportionment, as it is 
made not only for the purpose of helping the Sunday School work, but 
also for Collegiate, Secondary and Theological Education, and we 
suggest that you bring this matter to the attention of the Synod and 
if it is thought advisable introduce the following motion: 

"Resolved, That the apportionment of the General Board of Re- 
ligious Education be placed on the Diocesan Budget for the current 
year and be paid by the Treasurer."

The Rev. Wm. H. Tomlins moved that the resolution of 
the committee, viz: ** Resolved, That the apportionment of the 
General Board of Religious Education be placed in the Dio- 
cesan Budget for the current year and be paid by the Treas- 
urer,'' be referred to the Committee on Finance.

Mr. J. F. Elmhirst presented the report of the Special 
Committee on Sunday School Efficiency appointed by the 
Synod of 1915. 
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REPORT OP COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOL EFFICIENCY AP- 
POINTED BY DIOCBSAN SYNOD OF 1916. 

During the year the committee held four meetings of teachers of 
Sunday Schools near East St. Louis, studied somewhat the graded 
system of lessons of the General Board of Religious Education, and of 
some other Sunday Schools, and made some slight Inyestlgations of 
the work in the Sunday Schools of the Diocese. 

It appears to the committee that the Diocese needs some system- 
atic method of receiving reports from all the Sunday Schools of the 
Diocese; that these should be made at least annually, and that all the 
Sunday Schools should be furnished with such information from these 
reports as would interest them and aid them in securing greater ef- 
ficiency. The reports should be simple, yet sufficiently full to give 
Information on which to do constructive work, and should be rendered 
to the Diocesan Board of Religious Education immediately when called 
for. 

Nearly every school has a difterent system of lessons, and the 
•committee recommends that the G. B. R. E. endeavor to have one 
graded system used in all schools, and that the system of the G. B. 
R. E. be the one used. This system has been adapted to schools of all 
sizes and is excellent in every respect. If all Church Sunday Schools 
would use it, more and better teachers' helps could be put out by the 
G. B. R. E. to the advantage of all. The training of the Sunday School 
teachers, who are largely responsible for the religious education of the 
children of the Church, is most important. On account of the con- 
stantly changing personnel of the teachers, this is a difficult matter; 
yet it can be done. The G. B. R. E. has a three years' course that 
covers in a simple, efficient manner all the training a teacher needs. 
It is so arranged in subjects that any one of many subjects of five to 
twenty lessons each may be taken. It can be taken by individuals in 
a correspondence course, or by classes. The committee recommends 
that an attempt be made to have a Teacher Training Class established 
in every Sunday School. 

Institute meetings of teachers of a group of Sunday Schools at 
times during the year are helpful. Each school has usually evolved 
one or more good features, and at these meetings good ideas are ex- 
changed. Experts in Sunday School work should give addresses. The 
session should last at least an afternoon and an evening, and longer if 
possible. The committee recommends that the G. B. R. E. arrange for 
several of these institutes during the coming year. 

Standards of efficiency are used to good effect by many Sunday 
Schools, and would prove helpful to the Sunday Schools of the Diocese. 
If a standard were constantly before the teachers and officers of each 
Sunday School, a greater effort in efficiency would result. The com- 
mittee recommends that the G. B. R. E. prepare a standard for the 
Diocese, have it printed, and try to have the Sunday Schools measure 
up to it. 

All communicants should be interested in the Sunday School, and 
while not working directly in the teaching, may aid by visiting pupils' 
homes, by getting new pupils, by attendance at Sunday School, by 
financial support, by offering rewards for good work, and by an active 
Interest that would encourage the teachers, would make the children 
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enthusiastic for their Sunday School, and would encourage the teen- 
age pupils to stay in the Sunday School and Church. The committee 
therefore recommends that a campaign he started to arouse the 
active interest of all communicants in the Sunday Schools of the 
Diocese. 

To sum up, the committee therefore respectfully recommends that 
the Synod through the G. B. R. E. 

I. Adopt an adequate, regular system of reports. 

II. Endeavor to have all Sunday Schools use one graded system 
of lessons, preferably that of the O. B. R. E. 

III. Endeavor to have a Teacher Training Class in every Sunday 
School. 

IV. Arrange for Teachers' institutes throughout the Diocese. 

y. Prepare a standard of efficiency for Sunday Schools, and get 
them to measure up to it 

VI. Inaugurate a campaign to arouse the active interest of all 
communicants in the Sunday Schools of the Diocese. 

VII. Begin work along these lines immediately, so that all Sunday 
Schools be united in a forward movement next September, when the 
Sunday School term usually begins.

Johannes Rockstroh is about to sever his relations with the Diocese 
of Springfield; and 

Whebeas, For a full quarter of a century the Rev. Johannes Rock- 
stroh has given his best talents unreservedly for the welfare of the 
Diocese, serving as a Deputy to General Convention for many years, as 
President of the Standing Committee, as its Financial Agent, and in 
every other possible way open to him; therefore, be it 

Re$olved, That we place on record our recognition of the great 
and serious loss our Synod sustains by his departure, and deplore the

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necessity of the parting. Also, that we set aside our own personal 
wishes that it might have been otherwise, and bid our brother God 
speed, with the prayer and hope that in his new surroundings he may 
be spared for many years of future usefulness to the Church.

THE BISHOP'S ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

(See Appendix I.) 

The Rev. Geo. C. Dunlop presented the report of the Dio- 
cesan Clergy Pension Commission, which was enthusiastically 
adopted by the Synod. 

REPORT OF THE CLERGY PENSION COMMISSION. 

The Clergy Pension Committee held a meeting in Christ Church 
Parish House on Tuesday evening, May 9, and drew up the following 
report: 

We find that in the matter of Clergy Pensions the duty of the 
Diocese is two-fold: 

I. To raise the largest possible amount of money as our Diocesan 
contribution to the five million Reserve Pension Fund before March 1, 
1917, when the Clergy Pension system becomes effective. 

II. To adopt a canon setting forth the working of the Pension 
system in the Diocese when this system becomes operative, March 1, 
1917. 

I. 

As to the first, we make the following recommendations: 

1. That the Diocese of Springfield shaU raise a minimum of 
$10,000.00 for the five Million Reserve Fund. 
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2. That the following representative lasrmen be and are hereby 
appointed by the Bishop a special committee to help raise this 
amount:

H'^c. 1. The Bishop shall appoint, annually, a committee on the 
Church Pension Fnnd. to consist of two Clergymen and three laymen. 
The duti<fS of the committee shall be as follows: 

1, To furnish annually to the Church Pension Fond a list of the 
C\fr fey canonical iy resident in this Diocese, and of the Clergy canon- 
ical! y TfitiSflfTit in other dioceses or missionary districts licensed to 
officiate In this diocese, with a statement of the stipends received hy 
each of said Clergymen from any Parish or Mission in this Diocese or 
oth*fr organization in this Diocese which either Is subject to this 
Hynod, or being engaged In religious or charitable work as a Church 
Institution elects to come into the Church Pension Fund. 

2. To receive from the Church Pension Fund annually a state- 
ment of the premiums necessary to be paid by each of the said Par- 
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ishes, MlBBionB or other organisations In order that the ClergTmeii 
in receipt of stipends from them may be entitled respectively to 
pensions. 

3. To inform the authorities of each of the said Parishes, Mis- 
sions and other organizations of the premiums payable by them, and 

of the time and manner of payment thereof. 

• 

4. To elect a Treasurer who may or may not be a member of the 
said committee, who shall be required to give a bond satisfactory to 
the committee, and whose duty it shall be to receive from all of the 
said Parishes, Missions, and other organizations the aforesaid pre- 
miums and to transmit the same to the Treasurer of the Church 
Pension Fund. 

5. To inform the Church Pension Fund from time to time of the 
Clergy and the widows and minor orphans of the Clergy, who may be 
entitled in respect of this Diocese to receive pensions from the Church 
Pension Fund. 

6. In general, to inform the Clergy and laity of the Diocese of 
the Pension system created by the General Convention, and committed 
by it to the operation of the Church Pension Fund, whereby the Clergy 
of the Church are assured of pensions, as of right, to themselves in 
the event of old age, or disability, and in the event of death, to their 
widows and minor orphans, and to do all things that may be necessary 
or advisable in the premises to the end that the nroneys necessary to 
Ite paid by the Parishes, Missions, and other ecclesiastical organizations 
may be fully and systematically paid. 

Sec. 3. I. It shall, be the duty of the Trustee of the Episcopal 
Fund of the Diocese to pay to the Committee on the Church Pension 
Fund the premiums payable on behalf of the Bishop of the Diocese, and 
also of the Coadjutor Bishop and the Bishops Suffragan, if there be 
such. 

2. It shall also be the duty of the Board of Managers of the 
Diocesan Church Extension Board to pay to the Committee on the 
Church Pension Fund the premiums payable on account of all stipends 
received by Clergymen from said Board. 

3. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Diocesan Finances to 
authorize the Treasurer of the Diocese to pay annually to the said 
Committee on the Church Pension Fund the premiums payable on ac- 
count of all stipends paid by the Diocese to Clergymen other than those 
specified in the two preceding clauses, and to make all necessary ar- 
rangements to provide for the cost of such premiums. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of every Clergyman as aforesaid re- 
ceiving a stipend or stipends, and the duty of every Parish, Mission 
or other organization as aforesaid paying a stipend or stipends, to 
furnish a statement of such stipend or stipends to the Committee on 
the Church Pension Fund whenever said committee shall, in writing, 
ask for such statement. 

Sec. 5. This Canon shall take effect when the Secretary of the 
Convention shall receive notification from the Church Pension Fund 
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that a reserve fund of $6,000»000 for the purposes of the Church Pension 
Fund has been established, and that Dioceses, Missionary Districts 
and General Boards or other general institutions of the Church have, 
by legislation, provided for entering into the pension system of the 
Church Pension Fund in number sufficient, in the opinion of the said 
Church Pension Fund, to enable. its system to go into operation; pro- 
vided, that the number of Clergy canonically connected with said co- 
operating Dioceses or Missionary 'Districts, or whose stipends are 
wholly paid by said co-operating Boards or general institutions of the 
Church, shall not be less than two thousand individuals.

Subscriptions towards the amount of ten thousand dollars 
to be raised in the Diocese for the fund were called for and 
from the floor of the house subscriptions were received, amount- 
ing to $2,150, to be paid from the present to five years. 

The report of the Special Committee on the Status of 
Parishes and Missions in the Diocese was presented by Mr. 
H. T. McTighe, Secretary of the Committee. 

Thirty^inth Annual Synod, Diocese of Springfield: 

Your committee appointed by the last Synod, 1916, on the Status 
of Parishes and Missions having completed their investigation of the 
records, as far as we are able to find them, respectfully report: That 
due to the loss of certain papers of the late Bishop Seymour, their task 
has been somewhat complicated. 

In many cases the Journals of the various Synods are lacking in 
exactness. Often the report of the Committee on Incorporation of 
Churches Is given in detail, but no record exists as to the action taken 
by the Synod itself. 

Further: In some rare cases the records of procedure show that the 
Bishops' announcement that they had given their canonical consent 
to the organization of a mission seems to have been accepted as all 
that was necessary to the establishment of the Mission in question, 
as well as its proper admission into union with the Synod. 

The acceptance of this report will establish the existence of the 
stations designated; secondly, that the station designated is of the 
status given and cannot be otherwise treated except upon the presen- 
tation of documentary evidence to the Synod or to the Standing Com- 
mittee when the Synod is not in session. 

With the above and the detailed attached sheets your committee 
have completed their work. However, much more should still be done 
to make the records full and complete. 

We recommend that the Syhod should, upon the acceptation of 
this report, pass such a motion as will correct the records and bring 
into union with the Synod all organized Missions and Parishes where 
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the report shows the records have failed to specify the action taken hy 
former Synods In the matter of accepting the recommendations of the 
Committee on Incorporation of Churches. 

We also recommend that the Bishop appoint a committee of three 
(3) to develop the following and report to the next Synod: The finan- 
cial condition of every charge in the Diocese; the value of property, 
huildlngs, equipment, amount of mortgages, notes, condition of title 
and state of repair of the property, etc., that a permanent record may 
be in the hands of the Bishop for the use of the proper Diocesan 
officers. 

We further recommend that the Committee on Constitutions and 
Canons examine and report to the next Synod a revision of the canons 
touching the organization of Parishes and Missions, and would suggest 
to that committee the advisability of a change in terminology, using 
in the place of such terms as Preaching Stations, Organized and Un- 
organized Missions, Parishes and Dependent Parishes, which have 
given rise to much confusion, the titles used in the general canons of 
the Church, namely. Congregations, Churches and Parishes. 

We recommend that the following definition of terms be used in 
the proposed canon: 

"Congregation" should be used of such places where services are 
held occasionally, and are not organized, and are directly under the 
Bishop. 

"Churches" should be used of canonlcally organized "Congrega- 
tions" in union with the Synod, having the proper buildings and equip- 
ment for worship and In good financial standing by the payment of all 
Diocesan obligations. Failure to maintain this standing shall, at the 
end of a year, cause a Church to again revert to the status of a "Con- 
gregation.' 
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The temporalities of Churches shall be administered by the Board 
of Church Extension under the supervision of the Bishop; and the 
Board of Church Extension must approve the application of such a body 
to be organized as a Parish and admitted as such Into union with the 
Synod. 

A Parish bhould be a Church guaranteeing the support of a resi- 
dent Priest at a salary of not less than $1,200.00 per annum, and also 
be in union with the Synod and in good financial standing by the 
payment of all Diocesan obligations. 

If such a Parish at the end of a year falls to comply with the above 
requirements its status shall revert to that of a Church and its tem- 
poralities again be administered by the Board of Church Extension, 
and continue in such condition until such time as it may be able to 
prove to the said Board of Church Extension its ability to comply with 
the designated conditions for a period of at least three (3) years.

The Secretary, Rev. John C. White, read the report of the 
Standing Committee, which was received. 

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 

The Standing Committee held five meetings during the Synodical 
year. It organized on May 6th, 1915, at the close of the Synod by 
electing the Rev. Johannes Rockstroh President and the Rev. John 
C. White Secretary. 

The committee gave its consent to the consecration of the follow- 
ing Bishops-elect whose canonical papers were sent to it and issued its 
certificates therefor, viz: 

1. July 2, 1915, the Rev.. Charles Fiske, D. D., to be Bishop Co- 
adjutor of the Diocese of Central New York, and 

2. The Rev. Wilson Reift Stearly to be the Bishop Suffragan of the 
Diocese of Newark. 

3. The Rev. Edward Campion Acheson to be the Suffragan Bishop 
of the Diocese of Connecticut. 

The committee also voted to concur in and expressly consented to 
the election of the Rt. Rev. Benjamin Brewster, D. D., Bishop of the 
Missionary District of Western Colorado, to be the Bishop of the 
Diocese of Maine. 

The committee on May 6th, 1915, received the canonical papers of 
Mr. Carl William Bothe, applying to be ordained Deacon and issued a 
certificate of recommendation to the Bishop that he be ordained to 
the Diaconate. 

On Nov. 9th, 1915, the committee received the canonical papers of 
the Rev. Joseph Franklin Langton, Deacon, applying to be recom- 
mended to the Bishop to be ordained to the Priesthood and issued a 
certificate of recommendation. 

On the same date the Bishop notified the committee that he had 
admitted as postulants for Holy Orders, Mr. George Cleaveland of 
Collinsville, 111., and Mr. Herbert Talcott McTighe of Havana, 111. 
Their postulancy to date from July 1st, 1915. 

The committee desires to place on record its deep appreciation of 
the long and faithful service of the Hon. Charles E. Hay, who con- 
tinuously since 1882 to the time of his death (1915) served as a wise 
and true member of the committee and as its Secretary for seven 
years (1882 to 1889). Mr. Hay was scrupulously conscientious in his 
attendance upon the meetings of the committee and gave always the 
best of his counsel and experience. We sadly miss him and pray that 
his soul may rest in peace. 
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This committee has heard with deep and sincere regret of the 
approaching severance of the official relations of the Rev. Johannes 
Rockstroh with this Diocese. , For twenty-five years he has been a 
faithful and devoted Priest of this Diocese and for nineteen years suc- 
cessively Rector of Holy Trinity, Danville, and during all of that time 
a member of the Standing Committee and its President for many 
years. In addition to this he has been a Deputy to the General Con- 
vention and chairman of our Diocesan delegation for a period of fifteen 
years and has served the Diocese with unflagging zeal in many other 
offices and ways, especially as the Financial Secretary of the Church 
Extension Board. This long record of j'esponsible service in the 
highest offices of trust in the Diocese and Church will be his best 
commendation in his new field of service, to which he takes with him. 
the prayers and cordial good wishes of his associates in this committee 
and the affectionate good will and respect of all the members. Clerical 
and lay, of the Diocese of Springfield.

The Secretary read the following report of the Committee 
on Endowment of the Diocese, which was received. 



COMMITTEE ON THE ENDOWMENT. 

The Committee on Endowment respectfully report that they met 
and organized for business soon after their appointment and elected 
Mr. E. A. Snively Secretary. An efTort was immediately made to col- 
lect outstanding subscriptions and the sum of $651.50 was collected 
during the year 1915, bringing the total endowment up to $32,352.15. 
This appears in the report of the Trustees of the Diocese. 

During the current year a further sum of $668.10 has been col- 
lected and a legacy of $1,500 from the late Miss ESads of Paris has been 
received. The total amount of the fund at this date is $34,520.25. When 
we remember that twenty years ago when a new effort was inaugurated 
the Endowment Fund stood at $10,000, it is seen that there has been an 
average growth of over $2,000 a year. With over $34,000 on hand the 
$100,000 we hope to reach does not seem impossible. There is one 
feature of their work which the committee think It right to speak of, 
though with real regrets. It is the repudiation of promises and obli- 
gations by a considerable number of persons who signed pledges or 
notes at a bank. The amount of such unfulfilled pledges is about 
$1,000. The committee speak of this in the hope that some at least of 
these persons will yet feel themselves bound in honor to fulfill their 
promises.

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The Secretary read the following report of the Girls' 
Friendly Society, which was received: 

REPORT OF THE GIRLS' FRIENDLY SOCIETY IN THE DIOCESE 

OF SPRINGFIELD, MAY 10, 1916. 

During the year 1915 to 1916, there has been an increase of 51 
members and associates, making a total membership of 180 in the 
Diocese, as against 129 last year. This does not include the CoUins- 
ville Branch, which Is temporarily suspended, nor the promising branch 
at East St. Louis, to be formally organized in the fall. 

We would especially note the activity of the branch at St. Paul's, 
Alton, where classes have been held in cooking, plain sewing, dancing 
and basket making. This branch also worked for the Red Cross So- 
ciety, took care of a lonely girl quarantined for diphtheria, and gave 
assistance to the family of a member, who was run over by a motor- 
cycle. 

In Thayer and Virden there has been a remarkable increase of 
28 members. The Secretary, Mrs. Brackett, is to be congratulated 
on the keen interest shown in these places in the work of the Society. 

At St. John's, Springfield, instruction has been given in domestic 
Science, sewing and dancing. At St. Paul's, Springfield, some weeks 
were spent in working for one of the children at the Orphanage, and 
a very successful little play was presented in November to obtain 
money to buy a radiopticon for the use of the Branch and Parish. 

The Society has contributed to parochial objects $63.54, and to 
social service work |29.05. These sums have been given mainly by 
St. Paul's, Alton. 

In Springfield, $1,000.00 has been collected by the associates to 
wards the expense of maintaining a vacation house for members of the 
Society, and others who need an inexpensive holiday in the country. 
Of this sum, $700.00 has already been paid, and $300.00 are promised, 
but not yet paid. 

The regular G. F.. S. service, with instruction on the ideals of the 
Society, has been held in most, if not in all, the Branches from time 
to time, and the annual service for the Branches in Springfield and the 
neighboring towns was held at St. Paul's on Monday, Nov. 8th, when 
the Bishop gave the address. This was followed, as in 1914, by a 
quiet day for the associates and other churchwomen. 

If any of the Clergy think that there is an opening for a Branch 
to be formed in their Parishes, the Diocesan Secretary would be glad 
to come and speak on the ideals and methods of the Society.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Your Committee on the State of the Church has listened to the 
various reports made to the Synod and notices especially encouraging 
conditions in the following places: Danville, Lincoln, Havana, Cham- 
paign. The congregation at the State University gave its largest 
Easter offering. Granite City had an excellent attendance at the early 
celebration at 5:30 a. m.; 68 persons present. Jacksonville and PekiD 
are also showing great earnestness. Albion is about to build a new 
rectory. ^ 

The nation wide Preaching Mission was held in about thirty places 
and while there were few actual accessions to the Church, yet many 
report increased devotion among the regular members. Christ Church. 
Springfield, is to be congratulated in its recently completed Parish 
House, equipped and well used, not only for parochial, but also for 
community uses. 

The fund for the prospective chapel at the Scate University is 
growing steadily and steps are being taken to advance the cause in 
other Dioceses of the State. The work there is very hopeful and is 
one of the most important for the future of the Church. We are glad 
to note the encouraging report of the Endowment Fund of the Diocese, 
which, with its life of about twelve years, has grown to over $34,000. 
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We welcome into the Diocese the Rey. Clyde B. Blakeslee, who has 
been elected Rector of Trinity Parish, Danville, and Rev. O. Brown* 
St. Luke's. 

Very gratifying reports were read of the conditions at the Or- 
phanage and the Diocese appreciates the efficient work of Dr. Frazee 
in his capacity of Treasurer and Secretary. 

The work of the Girls' Friendly Society is going forward in num- 
bers and good works, and we are glad to learn of its annual meeting 
this week, as also the annual meeting of the 'Woman's Auxiliary. 

We hope that the work at St. John's, Springfield, will go forward 
and the evidences of spiritual life shown in greatly increased Easter 
Communion may be sustained. 

A fund, amounting to |4,000, is ready to build a new Church at Ed- 
wardsville. 

Mrs. Jessie Taylor Brown has assumed the indebtedness on St. 
Paul's Church, Springfield, $12,000, and made the new rectory a mem- 
orial to her mother, Mrs. Sophia Smith. 

We commend to the careful attention of the Standing Committee 
of the Diocese the serious conditions leading to the shortness of tenure 
of Priests in the Parishes and congregations, 75 having left the Dio- 
cese in a little over ten years. 

Lay Readers have rendered valuable service in various places. 
We venture to hope many more consecrated laymen may be found to 
help in building up the kingdom of God in our midst. 

We are glad to record the fact that the Church in this Diocese 
has taken up the Pension plan and has not only in theory but in prac- 
tice linked herself promptly with the whole Church in doing her share 
to provide for the aged and infirm Clergy and the widows and orphans 
of deceased Clergy.

THE BISHOP'S ADDRESS 

It is customary for the Bishop to give at each Annual 
Synod some account of the state of the Diocese and of the prin- 
cipal events and changes of the preceding year. I shall not 
occupy you very long with this as the events have been few 
and there are matters pf importance on which I wish to speak 
at some length. 



The names of the Churches I have visited, with the num- 
bers confirmed in each will be printed as an appendix to this 
address, the total number confirmed being 225, nineteen more 
than in the previous year. In the course of my work I have 
celebrated the Holy Eucharist 160 times and have given over 
200 sermons and addresses. 

I have received one candidate for Holy Orders, Mr. H. T. 
McTighe of Havana. I have ordained one Deacon, the Rev. 
J. F. Langton, to the Priesthood. The Rev. Carl Bothe, student 
at Nashotah, was at my request admitted to the Diaconate by 
the Bt. Rev. the Bishop of Fond-du-Lac. 



There have been some changes, in the staff of Clergy — 
though not so many as in some former years. 

The Rev. John Charles Anderson, priest .in charge of 
Mound City and Anna, has passed to his well earned rest. 
May he rest in peace. 

The Rev. George M. Davidson, who has worked in the 
Diocese for three years, though not canonically transferred, 
has withdrawn from his work at Centralia. 

The Rev. Henry B. Jefferson is living and working in 
the Diocese of Western Missouri. 

The Rev. John H. Simons has been called to an important 
parish in the city and Diocese of Chicago. 

The Rev. Johannes Rockstroh has accepted a call to a 
parish in the Diocese of Fond-du-Lac and will leave us during 
the present month. After so many years of faithful work, not 
only as Parish Priest, but in large hearted service for the Dio- 
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to retain them in the Diocese; and then a worldly, pleasure 
loving, and stingy people have undone all that the Bishop has 
tried to do. It is a standing disgrace. I feel it is so, though 
the lay people may care little about it, that 75 priests have 
left this Diocese in twelve years, most of whom came and went 
after a short service. What name and characters will they 
give us in the Dioceses to which they have gone? 

There are 26 clergy on the roll today. The departure of 
our Brethren Bockstroh and Wilson will leave us with only 24. 

We pray for more clergy in the Diocese and when they are 
willing to come we refuse them food and shelter. One instance 
may forcibly illustrate and justify me in speaking as I have. 
In a certain place from which the priest in charge left for want 
of sustenance the Bishop called the people together and re- 
ceived from them a distinct promise of the payment of a very 
moderate sum for which he promised that a priest should visit 
them twice a month for services and sacraments. The priest 
went, a man they asked for. Then they wrote to the Treasurer 
of the Church Extension Board that if the priest cUme again 
tbey would pay his traveling expenses and feed him while he 
was there, but would give nothing whatever else. Is there 
any other profession on earth in which educated gentlemen are 
treated in such a fashion? Is there any other Diocese in 
which such people live? 



Turning to some more hopeful things. The parish of 
Trinity, Lincoln, after a long, brave struggle against an over- 
whelming debt, is able to look for a resident rector in the near 
future. 

St Barnabas Mission, Havana, has grown steadily under 
the care of the Rev. John C. White and will, with the coming 
month, undertake the full salary of their priest with all other 
expenses, and relieve the Church Extension Board from all fur- 
ther financial responsibility for the work in this place. 

The work at Olen Carbon has gone steadily on under the 
care of Deaconess Gore. 

Christ Church, Springfield, has built a very complete Par- 
ish House which not only meets the needs of the parish but is 
becoming a centre of many works and influences for the good 
of the community.

This gives a present total of $34,520.25. For many years the 
invested capital stood at $10,000. In twelve years $24,500 have 
been added, an average of $2,000 a year. The $100,000 we look 
for does not seem so very far away. The report of our committee 
will be interesting. 



Before turning from the Diocese to wider things it is my 
duty to remind you that we miss from our counsels today one 
whose long service to the Diocese in many ways made him 
one to be trusted as a ^counsellor and relied upon as a helper. 
There is none to take his place. The name of Charles E. Hay, 
a lover of God and His Church and a servant of Ood in that 
church through a long life, will not be forgotten by any of 
this generation. May he rest in peace ! And may his example 
encourage our younger men to gather up their energies and 
come forward to fill the gaps growing more frequent as our 
older men pass on. 

I may also remind you that during the past year another 
well known servant has passed to his reward. The Rev. 
Frederic A. DeRosset served the Church in Cairo and in Spring- 
field with an unsparing energy that endeared him to all those 
among whom he labored. He, too, rests in peace. 

With these two before us and with the remembrance also 
of John Charles Anderson I ask the Synod to rise for prayer. 

The Synod stood and prayers were said by the Bishop. 



There are now three important things I have to bring be- 
fore you. The first concerns the Diocese only at the present 
tim6, but I feel that if we can see our way to clear action in 
this matter our action will have a wide effect in the American 
Church and will be welcomed by many as a solution of real 
difficulties. 

The second concerns the Province of the mid-west and our- 
selves as one of the twelve Dioceses constituting the Province. 

The third concerns the General Convention and the whole 
church, and so ourselves as part of the great Church in the 
United States of America. 
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Tl2« fint of theae wiH coae before as a part of the report 
of the ConuEittee appoix&tcd latt year go the stetis of Parishes 
and ICsioiia, and will form a reetw^aendatKi from tlie com- 



I have lon^ f eit that o:ir i2se of tLe word ICssioiis in con- 
neetion with and deserip*tiTe of the ssjmH^t eoiten of woiic in 
the Dioeese is an unfonocate one, and I ani of opinion that 
the time is opportune for m to consider the desirability and 
the possibility of makrr.g a change. 

There are in my mind two great objeetKHis to the nse of 
this word in the conceetion I ^>emk of. 

First — ^People do not like it. The word miasion menns 
•ending, and is a hannless word in itself. But it has become 
associated with the idea of sending missionaries to the heathen 
in foreign lands. It is also used of soeh woA among the poor 
and degraded, especially in oar great cities. 

Now we know quite well that whatexer thdr shortcomings 
may be, the men and wonen who compose the congregation 
in oar missions do not at all correspond to either of l^e above 
classes of people. Very natarally there are many quiet, earnest 
persons who rather shrink from the thought of being so con- 
sidered. There are also many persons who, while they have not 
thought the matter oat very clearly, are not willing to asso- 
ciate themselves with Ch arches known as Mission-ehnrehes 
having a sort of idea that belonging to sneh pots a BOTt of 
stigma or distinctive label apon themselves. I have watched 
this in the east as well as the west and am certain that if w^e 
can get rid of the word disliked we shall remove one hindrance 
to the growth of the charch and gather many in who now 
shriek from patting themselves in a ]>osition in which they 
might be regarded as subjects for missdons or missionaries. 

Second — ^The use of this term mission, whether organized 
or unorsranized, lowers the moral tone by taking away, the 
sense of responsibility. A ^lission, as we use the term, stands 
for a eoneregation either with or without a church building, 
which is under the care of the Diocesan Board of Missions, 
or the Board of Church Extension. They have no particular 
resp-onsibility, why should they, the Board will take care of 
them. **We are only a mission. It is the duty of the Board 
to take care of us.*' If the B*:^rd does not give them aU they 
want or think they ought to have, they are apt to thmk them- 
selves neglected or treated unfairly, and very probably tell the 
Bishop that it is so. 
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Now if we could do away with this attitude of mind and 
develop the sense of responsibility from the beginning, and 
make it a growing force, we should get rid of a source of weahr 
ness, a nourished sense of helplessness, and develop self- 
respect with responsibility, and relieve the church in the Dio- 
cese of many a burden and find weak places growing with an 
altogether unexpected realization of unsuspected strength and 
resource. 

I am sure that while you are not all ready at once to accept 
what I say and act on it, you admit that there is a great deal 
of truth in it, and that it is worth thinking of. Naturally 
you will say — ^Tell us more. What name do you propose to 
substitute for the offensive title Mission. 

My answer is ready. 

Turn to the Canons of the Church as passed by the Gen- 
eral Convention and you will not find the word mission any- 
where applied in the sense in which we are considering it. 
The Church knows no such thing as a Mission, organized or 
unorganized. I am aware that the term is in our Diocesan 
Canons and doubtless in those of many other Dioceses, and it is 
my desire to get it out and revert to the nomenclature of the 
general church. 

Canon 53 is entitled, "of Parishes and Congregations/' 
It orders that every Congregation shall belong to the Church 
of the Diocese in which it worships. It provides for the forma- 
tion of new parishes and lays down boundary rules. It pro- 
vides what is to be done when there is only one Church or Con- 
gregation in a town or village, and what when there are two 
or more Churches and Congregations. The formation of new 
parishes or congregations is provided for until a Diocese 
is formed and then the Diocese is free to make its own laws. 

The canon goes on at length to discuss the work in con- 
gregations and continues to use the terms churches and con- 
gregation, not parishes and more certainly not missions. 

Now you have before you my mind as to the way to begin, 
enlarge, and consolidate, the work of the Church in rural dis- 
tricts and especially in Dioceses such as our own. 

Begin with a Congregation, go on to a Church, and when 
the time is fully ripe organize a Parish. The Congregation 
would take place of an unorganized mission or a preaching 
station. The Church would take the place of the organized 
mission. The Parish would remain much as it is. 

— 6D 
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Look at once at the difference of the appeal. No longer 
** won't you come into our little mission?" — ^but — ^**will you 
come into our little Congregation and help us to growl Will 
you come and join our Church here and work with us in the 
name of the Lord Jesus?" 

And look at the responsibility developed. The Congrega- 
tion must do its part, every man and woman of it, looking 
jforward to the time when it will become a Church. Every 
Church will feel it must take care of itself, stand on its own 
feet, and some day become a Parish. The Parish will be a 
position of honor to be attained and maintained by diligent 
service. Small parishes such as many we have now who do 
not want to be accounted missions will bear the honored name 
of Church. 

Of course there will be needed a Church Extension Board, 
but it will no longer be regarded as an almsgiving institution 
to which all unwilling places can come for help. It will be the 
agency by which the stronger will help the weaker, th'e weaker 
Church in the first place showing that it has done and is doing 
its utmost in self-support and therefore is worthy to be helped. 

Now I have said enough on this. I am certain that when 
my words reach the Diocese at large they will awaken a feeling of 
relief and perhaps joy. ** Good, that's good. No more ^missions' 
in the Diocese. ' The Bishop has hit it right now. ' ' Please Crod 
we may find that is so. 

I do not expect the Synod to take action at once but I 
think when we have heard the report of the committee T have 
mentioned, we shall be prepared to pass some resolution looking 
to careful consideration, careful preparation ^of mecessary* 
canons and action in the near future. 

In this connection I may say that I think it will be desirable 
to raise the oflSce of an Archdeacon to the position which is 
contemplated by our Canons, that is to say, that they should be 
helpers to the Bishop in the material and financial work of the 
Diocese. It may perhaps be well to appoint one more Arch- 
deacon, giving him this special work. No further canonical 
action is required for this, the Canon on Archdeacons giving the 
Bishop full authority in this direction. It will, however, need 
careful consideration and consultation. 
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I pass on now to the second matter, that which arises ont 
of the action of the Provincial Synod of the Mid-west. It has 
reference to the establishment of a ** House of Church women." 

This matter has been put before the Diocese quite clearly 
in the April number of our Diocesan paper. I hope that it has 
attracted attention and that the Report of the Synod Com- 
mittee has been read by all of you. It is therefore not necessary 
that I should go into it at great length. Briefly, the matter 
stands thus: It is proposed that a House of Church women 
shall be formed to co-operate with the Provincial Synod. I 
expect that this will be carried in some form. 

The question then isthis — ^How shall this House of Church- 
women be constituted? Who shall appoint the representatives 
from each Diocese in the Province ? 

There are three ways. The Diocesan Synod may elect. 
The Woman's Auxiliary might elect. The Women of the Dio- 
cese shall elect or appoint. 

The third seems the right and natural way, but how can 
it be carried outt 

The report of the committee recommends that each Dio- 
cese should have its own House of Churchwomen which should 
send its representatives to the Provincial House as the Dio- 
cesan Synod sends its deputies to the Provincial Synod. Such 
Diocesan House of Churchwomen would be elected very much 
as are the delegates to the Diocesan Synod. In each parish 
or organized mission the women would meet and elect two 
or three from their own number to represent the women of 
that church in the House of Churchwomen. 

Of course such a House would do more than merely elect 
deputies to the Provincial House. We have before us the ex- 
ample of the Diocese of California which has had a House of 
Churchwomen for ten years and found it of the utmost value in 
organizing, directing and extending the work of the women 
of the Diocese. 



In planning this work we must of course take counsel 
•with the Women of the Church. If the Synod is of opinion 
that such a house is desirable and the women of the Diocese 
concur or are at least willing to make a trial of it, I do not 
see that there need be long delay. A committee of women 
could be appointed to gather representatives from the par- 
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ishes and missiGns to come together at an early date to consider 
the matter and if thev agree, then to organize, and, taking the 
Canons of the Diocese of California as a basis, come before Us 
next year with Canons ready and suitable for the adoption of 
this Synod and with a record of some woriL already accomplished. 
That there are women in the Diocese who will be glad and grate- 
ful at the recognition and better organization of their work 
for the Church, I am sure, and I tidnk they will see in this a 
satisfactory way of bringing this «bont. 



Before taking up my last topic I would remind you that 
tomorrow we elect deputies to the ProTincial Synod which 
meets at Fond-du-Lac in the last week in June. The election 
is in your hands, but let me say this: It is not wise to send 
all new men cTcry year. Last year the election was without 
due thought. With the exception of one layman every deputy 
was new. The result of this was to practically kill our influence 
in the Synod. The new men had no knowledge of what was 
done in the year before, or of what was involved in some of 
the questions. None of our men who had been put on com- 
mittees for their special qualifications were elected in the second 
year, they were not present to take part and state the position of 
this Diocese In the matter reported, the voice of the Diocese 
was killed. And further, the Diocese of Springfield is not rep- 
resented by a single lay deputy on any Board or Committee of 
the Pn>vinee. How could they be put on T They were new and 
uiitrie\l men. and the Diocese itself had thrown out the men 
who were on committees in the former year and for whose 
further work the Syno^l would have been gratefuL The Synal 
had no assurance that the new men if appointed would not in 
like manner be changed for others before their work was 
done. Of cvHirv^ we do not intend that every man shall 
alwa\-s be re-ele^*ted. There mast be changes and new blood 
brv^ueh: in. Last year I askevi the Chancellor to prepare a 
canon providinsr for a nieth..xi of retiring two members of the 
KhIv of Drputirs in eSv'h year, all being elected for three 
yearsw civins: s*aVi!i:y. continuity, and woi^ing power to our 
de>£rat:-^n. The Chancellor's proposed canon was received 
in a civir.r.er and spirit which I entirely failed to understand. 
I hdve prop-^se^i nothinsr tut I venrore to express a hope that 
the Svr.vxi will treat this imrortant matter with the care it 
deserves^ 
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I eome now to that which moat of you will regard aa the 
most important matter before us today, one which touches 
the very life and will largely determine the future of the 
Church in the United States of America. 

The Church Pension Fund does not come before us today 
for the first time. We spent much time and diaeuasiou upon 
it last year and having come to a full and clear understanding 
of the plan and purpose, voted, with I think one dissenting 
voice, that the Diocese of Springfield would enter into and 
heartily co-operate with the Fund. We are therefore com- 
mitted to it and only now seek to know what has been done 
daring the past year and what is asked of us in carrying out 
our promise and work of co-operation. That every Diocese 
will have to put out its forces to their fxQlest extent is quite 
clear if the initial sum on which the successful beginning of the 
work depends is to be raised in the next ten months. The rais- 
ing of five million dollars is the largest thing this Church has 
ever seriously undertaken. 

We are encouraged in our own beginning when we hear 
that, chiefly through the work of the Bishop of Massachusetts, 
two millions have already been paid or pledged. 

The officers of the Fund have already brought much of 
the detail before us in the various papers, letters and pamph- 
lets which they have sent out unsparingly over the whole coun- 
try. This flood of literature has had a great educative value 
and we all hope that it has been carefully read by all. I say 
by all, meaning clergymen and laymen, men and women alike. 

This is not a matter which can be left to the Bishop and 
Clergy, to the Standing Committee of the Diocese, or to any 
special committee appointed by the S3rnod. All must feel that 
they have to do their part„ praying, talking, working, giving 
until our part of the work is done. 

I wish to dwell for a moment on talking. In spite of all 
that was said and done in the last Synod, and all that has been 
in the papers, there are a large number of people in the 
Diocese, members of the Church, who have never heard of 
the fund, have no idea what it means, or that they personally 
are concerned in it. 

This want of knowledge is due largely to want of talking. 
Did all the persons present at the Synod last year go home and 
talk about this grand Pension Fund to every one they met? 
I rather doubt it. Yet this is one of the closer and more per- 
sonal ways of getting a thing known, of stirring up a personal 
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interest in it. We all know this, and probably practice it in 
social affairs; why not in the affairs of the church of Godf It 
should be as it was in the days of Malachi the Prophet, when 
''they that feared the Lord spake often to one another and the 
Lord hearkened and heard it." Pray to God and talk that 
your fellow-members of the Church may know and have their 
interest quickened in that which ** everybody is talking about." 
In this case the great Pension Fund of the Church. 

But of course the talking of individuals is not enough. 
There must be organization. The General Fund has suggested 
plans which have been considered by our Commission under 
the leadership of the Rev. George C. Dunlop and their con- 
clusions and recommendations will come before you in their 
report. Take care that this report goes into every house where 
our people live and read. 

There must be a strong organizing and working committee 
of representative men, and possibly of women also, who will 
put the first part of our work, the raising of our portion of 
the $5,000,000, before every person in the Diocese who may rea- 
sonably be considered able to do something. 



Here let me add a few suggestions. We should have before 
us a minimum sum with the hope that we may exceed it. 

This sum should not be small. The committee in their re- 
port will suggest $10,000. At first hearing some will almost 
gasp and say, **We can never do that." But stop a moment 
and consider a suggestion of detail. If one hundred persons 
in the diocese give one hundred dollars each the $10,000 is 
raised. There probably are that number who could. But there 
are many who could not. But what ,about collecting from 
others ? Are there not one hundred persons who could give or 
collect $100? And then remember, the pledges may be spread 
over five years. Now see how easily $10,000 comes. One hun- 
dred persons pledge themselves to give or collect twenty dollars 
a year for five years ! One hundred others giving or collecting 
$50 in the same way and we see $15,000 before us. 

I feel confident that if all will go to work earnestly we 
shall far exceed this very modest sum suggested. Eastern 
Dioceses have already pledged themselves to raise vast sums; 
the midwest need not be content to be so very far behind. Let 
us try for a place in the front rank. 
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I must remind you now that the Pension Fund and its 
work does not end with the raising of this $5,000,000. That 
is only the beginning. 

This sum is needed to care for the aged and invalided 
Clergy in the Church now, the widows and orphans. In a given 
number of years it will all be used up in meeting the present 
liabilities of the various pension funds and societies in the 
church which will cease to exist when the new plan comes 
into operation with March of 1917. 

At that date the real work of the Fund begins, the provid- 
ing of pensions for all the younger men, when they shall need 
them, and for all the men who diall enter the ministry of the 
Church in America as long as the Church lasts. This is the real 
work we have undertaken and for this we must brace our- 
selves up. 

You cannot have forgotten what this involves. Simply 
this. A sum equal to seven per cent of the salary paid to 
each clergyman is to be raised every year and paid into the 
General Pension Fund. If that is done all through his work, 
in whatever place he may be, when he can no longer work 
he will receive a pension of not less than $600 a year, and 
should he have a family and die his wife and minor children 
will be provided for. That is clear and all believe it be a 
right thing. 



The question to be understood and faced is — How is this 
seven per cent to be raised; who is to pay it? The answer 
is — Whoever pays the salary now. Thus, the Diocese will pay 
for the Bishop a sum equal to seven per cent on his salary. A 
parish will pay for its rector; if his salary is $1,000 they 
will raise $70 more ; if $2,000,. $140, and so on in proportion. 
When a clergyman receives his salary from different sources 
each of those sources will bear its part. Thus, a clergyman in 
charge of mission work may receive $400 from two Missions, 
$300 from the Diocesan Board, and $300 from the gi'snt of the 
General Board, the mission would raise $28, the Diocesan Board 
$21, and the General Board $21, makifjig up the $70, seven per 
cent of his salary of $1,000. It is the raising of the seven per 
cent by all parishes and missions that has to be provided for, 
and also the increase of the revenue of the Diocesan Board that 
it may meet the share that falls to it to raise. 
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To regulate and provide for this we need a new canon 
and the committee will bring forward a draft canon that may 
meet the position. 

Here then is what is before ns: First to raise $10,000 
or more dollars in the next (en months, and second, to prepare 
ourselves to take np strongly and determinedly the dnty of 
providing for onr clergy wUch will come to us in a new form 
on the first of March, 1917. 

I cannot give any further details, the report of the Com- 
mittee and other agencies in the future will supply them. Now 
I must add a few closing words on the general subjects taken 
largely from the letters of Bishop Lawrence. 



Let me remind you that of the 4,420 clergy in the church 
the average salary is only $1,200, which includes the value of 
a house when there is one. More than 700 priests receive less 
than $1,000 a year. 

''These meager salaries are paid to clergymen serving what 
is often asserted to be the richest church membership in 
America. Those men are expected to have a good education, 
to dress well, to live and move among people where rents are 
high, keep open house, always appear cheerful and preserve 
their physical vigor. They are men of devotion, who often ex- 
ercise leadership in their communities, and who must support 
themselves, their wives and their children, on the salaries paid 
them, with little or no thought of outside interests." 

How is it possible out of such sums for a man to make 
a provision for his old age or for his wife and family in the case 
of his death? And further, how can men do their best when 
they know that disability or death will throw their widows and 
orphans upon charity? How ca^ they serve their people with 
cheer while expectant of an old age of dependence upon public 
appeals for help? The country which expects the complete 
devotion of its captains and admirals assures them and their 
widows of a pension. Is it not the duty of the Church to care 
for those who serve her with as complete a devotion as any 
soldier, sailor, policeman, or other public ofiScer? 

And how if we do not care for them can we expect men 
to enter so poorly paid a service? 
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Men — ^men of spiritual force, men equipped with faith, 
hope and cheer — ^the Church must have ; men so well supported 
that they are freed as far as possible from petty cares, that 
they may give themselves fully to their work. 

For the honor of the Church, for the efficiency of her work, 
for love of the brethren who give themselves to the work with 
a strong sense of duty, and for the glory of God we take up 
the various duties laid upon us by the adoption of the General 
Pension Fund.

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APPENDIX IX. 

RULES OF THK 
CHURCH EXTENSION BOARD 



The following are the Rules framed by the Board for the 
carrying on of its work. They are now approved by the 
Synod : 

1. The Board shall meet once in each quarter of the year 
for business. Special meetings may be called by the President 
The meetings shall from time to time be held in different towns 
of the Diocese. 

2. A committee of three shall be annually appointed with 
power to transact necessary business between the meetings of 
the Board. The committee shall consist of the President and 
two elected members. 

3. In accordance with Canon 18, § III, the Board will 
require that all pledges made to the Board on the part of 
Missions shall be paid into the treasury of the Board through 
the Treasurer of the Mission, monthly or quarterly. 

* 

The Treasurer of the Board will add to the amount re- 
ceived from the Mission or Missions under the care of each 
Priest, the amount granted by the Board toward stipend and 
pay each Priest the full amount promised to him, quarterly or 
monthly, as may be arranged. 

4. After the third year of a grant to a Mission or depend- 
ent Parish the amount shall be gradually reduced, with a view 
to leading the congregation to self-support, unless in the judg- 
ment of the Board there is good and sufficient cause for con- 
tinuing the full amount. 

5. In making any grant of books or other literature from 
its funds for the more effective work of any Parish or Mission, 
the Board will require each place to pay half the purchase 
money. 
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6. When any grant of money is made toward the pur- 
chase of land or buildings, or the erection of a building for a 
Parish or Mission already existing, the congregation shall be 
required to raise a sum at least equal to that granted by the 
Board ; and in no case shall the grant exceed one-half the cost 
of purchase. 

7. When a grant of books is obtained fropi any Society 
for the use of a Mission or Parish, the recipients shall be 
reminded that it is their duty to make some offering to the 
Funds of the granting Society. 

8. Missionaries and Rectors of Dependent Parishes re- 
ceiving help from the Board shall be required to make quar- 
terly reports of services held, Sacraments administered and 
Parish visits made, together with any other matters which may 
throw light on the condition of their field of work. The reports 
shall be sent to the Rural Deans on the last day of the months 
of February, May, August and November, who shall send them 
at once to the Bishop, who shall lay them before the Board 
(vid. Canon 33, § VII). • 

Such reports should include extra Parochial work as re- 
quired by Canon 33, § VI. 

The Board will provide a form on which the Reports shall 
be made. 
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APPENDIX X. 



RULES OF ORDER 



I.— OPENING DEVOTIONS. 

Prayers shall be offered on each day introductory to the business 
of the Synod. 

II.— DUTIES OF THE PRESIDENT. 

I 

1. He shall take the Chair every day precisely at the hour to 
which the Synod shall have adjourned ; shall call the members to order, 
and on the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the Journal of the pre- 
ceding day to be read. 

2. He shall preserve decorum and order, and shall decide questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the Synod by any two members — on 
which appeal no member shall speak more than once unless by leave 
of the Synod. 

3. Questions shall be decided but in this form, viz: "As many as 
are of the opinion that (as the case may be), say Aye," and after the 
affirmative voice is expressed, "As many as are of the contrary opinion, 
say No.'* If the President doubt as to the result of the vote as taken 
above, or a division be called for, the Synod shall divide — those in the 
affirmative shall first rise in their seats, and afterwards those In the 
negative. No congregation shall be entitled to be counted as more 
than one vote among the laity. And an equal division of the lay dele- 
gates from a congregation shall neutralize the vote of that congrega- 
tion. 

4. All committees shall be appointed- by the President, unless 
otherwise specially directed by the Synod — in which case they shall be 
appointed by ballot — ^and if, upon such ballot, the number required 
shall not be elected by a majority of the votes 9ast, the Synod shall 
proceed to a second ballot; and in case a greater number than is re- 
quired to compose a complete committee shall have an esual number 
of votes, the Synod shall proceed to a further ballot or ballots. 

III.— OF DECORUM AND DEBATE. 

5. When the President takes the chair, no member shall stand up 
unless addressed by the chair. 

6. No member shall absent himself from the service of the house 
unless he have leave, or be unable to attend. 
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7. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the house, he shall, with due respect, address the President, 
confining himself strictly to the point in debate. 

8. No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate 
without leave of the house. 

9. A question being once determined shall stand as the Judgment 
of the house. 

10. While the President is putting any question the members 
shall continue in their seats, and shall not hold any private discussion. 

11. Every member who shall be in the house when any question 
is put shall, on a division, be counted, unless he is personally inter- 
ested in the discussion. 

12. No motion shall be considered as before the house unless it 
be seconded, and, when required, reduced to writing. 

13. Where a question is under discussion, no motion shall be re- 
ceived unless to lay upon the table, to postpone it to a certain time, to 
postpone it indefinitely, to commit it, to amend it, or to divide it; and 
noiotions for any of these purposes shall have precedence in the order 
herein named. The motions to lay upon the table and to adjourn 
shall be decided without debate. The motion to adjourn shall always 
be in order. 

14. When the house is about to rise, every member shall keep his 
Beat until the President leaves the chair. 

15. The names of the movers of resolutions shall appear upon 
the minutes of the house. 

16. The reports of all committees shall be in writing and shall 
be received, in course, and without motion for acceptance, unless 
recommended by a vote of the house. All reports recommending or re- 
quiring any action or expression of opinion by the house shall be ac- 
companied by a resolution for the action of the house therein. 

17. If the question under debate contains several distinct propo- 
sitions, the same shall be divided at the request of any member, and 
a vote taken separately, except that a motion to strike out or insert 
shall be indivisible. 

18. All questions of order shall be decided by the chair without 
debate, but any member may appeal from such decision — which appeal 
shall be decided by the house — ^and on such appeal no member shall 
speak more than once without expressed leave of the house. 

19. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which 
they are moved. When a proposed amendment is under consideration 
a motion to amend the same may be made; no after amendment to 
such second amendment shall be in order. But when an amendment 
to an amendment is under consideration, a substitute for the whole 
matter may be received. No proposition on a subject different from 
the one under consideration shall be received under color of a sub- 
stitute.

Oranville Had8<Mi Sher- 
wood^ Rector of the Trinity Chnreh, Bock Island, Illinois, in 
the Diocese of Qnincy, was dnly elected Bishop by a concurrent 
vote of both Orders, having received 14 votes of the clergy, 
the number necessary to a choice^ and 25 votes of the laity, 
more than two-thirds, only twenty being the number of the 
lay votes necessary to a choice. 

It was moved by Mr. John O. Oglesby that the election be 
made unanimous by a rising vote. The motion was seconded 
by several of the laity and the Synod rose to confirm the mo- 
tion and the election. After which the Synod sang the Dox- 
ology. 

The matter of the salary of the Bishop was brought up for 
discussion and it was moved, by Mr. Bluford Wilson, that the 
salary of the Bishop be fixed at the sum of three thousand 
($3,000.00) per annum and that a further sum of six hundred 
($600.00) per annum be appropriated for traveling expenses of 
the Bishop.- The motion was duly seconded and carried. 

The Bev. William Baker moved that the Standing Com- 
mittee be appointed by the Synod a committee to notify the 
Bishop-elect of his election. The motion was seconded and 
carried. 

The testimonial of the Bishop-elect was duly signed in 
open Synod by a majority of the members of the Synod present.

St. Paul's Church, Springfield, 111. 
Wednesday, May 23, 1917. 

This being the day appointed by the Standing Committee, 
acting as the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese, and pursu- 
ant to the call issued April 23rd, 1917, the Fortieth Annual 
Synod of the Diocese of Springfield met in St. Paul's Church, 
Springfield, on Wednesday, the 23rd day of May, A. D. 1917, 
at 10 a. m. 

The weather of the first day was bright and beautiful, clear 
and cool. There were early celebrations of the Holy Communion 
at St. Paul's and St. John's Churches at 7 a. m. The Ven. John 
C. White, Secretary of the Synod, was celebrant at the early 
service in St. Paul's Church. Matins were said in St. Paul's 
Church at 9 :30 a. m. 

The opening service of the Synod was a choral celebration 
of the Holy Eucharist in St. Paul's Church at 10 a. m., the Ven. 
B. J. Haughton, Rector of the Parish, was the celebrant, assisted 
by the Rev. A. G. Wilson, Priest in charge of St. Barnabas' 
Havana, as Deacon, and the Rev. H. H. Firth, Deacon in charge 
of St. Paul's, Carlinville, as sub-deacon. The Rt. Rev. Granville 
H. Sherwood D.D., Bishop of the Diocese, presided and gave 
the absolution and benediction. 

The Annual Sermon was preached by the Rev. Joseph G. 
Wright, President of the Standing Committee, from the text, 
II Peter, 3:11, **What manner of persons ought ye to be.'* 

Immediately on the close of this service the Synod assem- 
bled in St. Paul's Church and was convened for the transaction 
of business by the Rt. Rev. Granville Hudson Sherwood, D.D., 
Bishop and President of the Synod. 

The Secretary of the Synod, the Rev. John Chanler White, 
called the roll of the Clergy canonically resident and entitled 
to seats and votes in the Synod. There were thirty names of 
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these on the list, as follows: Bishop, 1; Priests, 27; and Dea- 
cons, 2. Of the Priests, four were non-parochial. There were 
present and answering to their names: Bishop, 1; Priests, 18; 
Deacons, 1 ; in all 20. (See list.) 

The Secretary then called the roll of Parishes and Missions 
in union with the Synod and the certificates of the lay delegates 
were referred to the Committee on Credentials, the Secretary, 
Rev. E. J. Batty and Mr. M. P. Gilbert, appointed by the Bishop. 
The committee reported that they had received certificates pre- 
sented from seventeen Parishes and Missions and on examina- 
tion had found them in due and canonical form. 

The Secretary then called the names of the lay delegates 
and it was found that there were delegates present and repre- 
senting eight Parishes and five Missions. (See list.) 

The Bishop declared a quorum of both clergy and laity 
present and the Synod duly organized and ready for the trans- 
action of business. 

The Ven. Edward J. Batty nominated the Rev. John C. 
White to be the Secretary of the Synod. There were no other 
nominations, and the nomination of the Rev. John C. White 
being duly seconded, he was unanimously re-elected Secretary 
of the Synod. 

The Ven. H. M. Chittenden nominated Mr. J. H. Holbrook 
of Springfield to be re-elected Treasurer of the Diocese. There 
were no other nominations. The nomination was duly seconded 
and Mr. J. H. Holbrook was unanimously re-elected Treasurer 
of the Diocese. 

It was moved and seconded that the Synod now take 
a recess for lunch until 1:30 p. m. Carried. The Parish 
Branch of the Woman's Auxiliary of St. Paul's Church served 
a delicious luncheon to the Synod in St. Paul's Parish hall. 
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WEDNESDAY— 1:80 P. M. 

The Synod was called to order by the Bishop at 1 :30 p. m. 
in the Parish hall of St. Paul 's Church.

APPENDIX I. 

The Rev. John M. Page presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on the House of Church Women. 
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REPORT OP THE COMMllTBE FOR ORGANIZING A HOUSE OP 
CHURCHWOMEN IN THE DIOCESE OF SPRINGFIELD. 

In acoordanoe with the resolution of the last Synod (pa^ 51 of 
the Journal of the Synod) Bishop Osborne appointed a committee of 
five women "to take the matter into consideration with power to act." 
They were Mrs. John Chanler White, Chairman, Miss Ethel Deerr, who 
served as Secretary* Mrs. E. D. Hutchins of Urbana, Mrs. Albert Wat- 
son of Mt Vernon and Mrs. Geo. Thos. Palmer whose prolonged absence 
from the city prevented her serving. 

Using the experience of the House of Churchwomen in California 
for guidance, the committee prepared a Canon for the House of Church- 
women in the Diocese of Springfield. Notices were sent to the Parishes 
and Missions in the Diocese. Delegates were elected by Parish meet- 
ings of women as provided by the Canon prepared. 

On Friday, October 13, delegates from 16 Parishes gathered in 
Schuyler Memorial House, St. Louis. Over 60 women were present 
Bishop Osborne opened the meeting with prayers for God's blessing, 
and expressed his great interest, due in the first place to having been 
present at a session of the House in California. 

Bishop Nichols of California was present and described the origin, 
methods and advantages resulting from the House in California. Two 
nxembers of the California House were also present and spoke en- 
thusiastically and earnestly. They remained during our meeting, an- 
swering questions and counseling us. 

T}ie women representing the Diocese of Springfield were keenly 
interested and voted to organize a House of Churchwomen in the 
Diocese of Springfield. 

The Canon, which had been prepared, was then considered and 
unanimously adopted clause by clause. 

The women present were so earnest and interested that the com- 
mittee are of the opinion that the Churchwomen of the Diocese are in 
favor of the creation, by the Diocesan Synod, of a House of Church- 
women to represent the women communicants of this Diocese, and 
organize them for the work of the Church. They, therefore, respectp 
fully submit a form of Canon which they have drafted, asking that it 
may receive the consideration of the Synod.

CANON OF THE HOUSE OF CHURCHWOMEN. 

1. There shall be a House of Churchwomen to meet at the same 
time and in the same city as the Synod, with power subject at all 
times to the constitution and canons of the Diocese, to legislate for 
the conduct of women's work in the Church and to act in a consul- 
tative capacity upon such other matters as the Synod may from time 
to time submit to it for its opinion. 

2. The House of Churchwomen shall meet and deliberate separately 
from the Synod, at such place as shall be designated by the Secretary 
of the House and approved by the Bishop, and shall be announced by 
him at the opening service of the Synod. 
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3. The House of Chnrchwomen shall oonslst of woman delegates, 
not exceeding three from each parish, church and congregation in the 
Diocese. The delegates and an alternate for each shall be elected an- 
nually at a meeting of women duly conyened between the first and 
twentieth of January. This meeting shall be announced at the same 
time and in the same way as the annual meeting of the parish, church 
or congregation. The elections shall beiconducted in the same manner 
and be subject to all the canons, rules and regulations prescribed for 
the election of vestnrmen and ol&cers of missions, except that only 
women who are qualified to vote for yestrymen of the parish or officers 
of the mission shall be qualified to vote for delegates and alternates to 
the House of Churchwomen. 

4. No woman shall be competent to serve as a delegate to the House 
of Churchwomen unless she be a communicant of the Church and has 
been a qualified yoter of the parish, church or congregation she repre- 
sents during the six calendar months next preceding her election, and 
no person under ecclesastical censure or process shall be allowed a 
seat In the House. 

6. The election of delegates to the House of Churchwomen shall 
be certified in writing by the rector or clergyman in charge of the 
parish, church or congregation of which they are representatives, or, 
in his absence, by a warden or by the clerk of such parish, church or 
congegation. Each certificate of the election of a delegate to the House 
shall be substantially In the form provided for the certificate of elec- 
tion of delegates to the Synod. 

6. The certificates of election of delegates to the House of Church- 
women shall be forwarded to the Secretary of the House at least two 
weeks previous to the time appointed for the meeting of the Synod. 

7. The enactments passed by the House of Churchwomen shall be 
known as the Regulations of the House of Churchwomen. 

8. Every regulation which shall have passed the House of Church- 
women shall, before It becomes valid, be presented to the Bishop. If 
he approves, he shall sign it, but if not he shall return it within fif- 
teen days, with his objections, to the Secretary of the House, in which 
case it shall not be valid. The Secretary of the House shall enter on 
their Journal all objections taken by the Bishop to any proposed regu- 
lation. If any proposed regulation shall not be returned by the Bishop 
within fifteen days after it shall have been presented to him, the same 
shall beconw valid in like manner as if he had signed it 

9. The Bishop shall ex officio be entitled to preside at all meetings 
of the House of Churchwomen and at all meetings of any committee 
of the said House, but shall have no vote at any such meeting. 

10. The House of Churchwomen shall organize by electing a Presi- 
dent and Secretary, who shall continue in office until their successors 
are elected. It shall have power to elect or appoint such other officers 
and committees as it shall deem advisable or necessary, to prescribe 
the duties of all officers whom it may elect or appoint, and to make 
rules of order governing the transaction of its business. The Secre- 
tary of the House shall procure and keep a suitable book, entitled 
Regulations of the House of Churchwomen of the Diocese of Spring- 
field, in which shall be recorded this canon and all additions thereto 
or alterations thereof hereafter adopted by the Synod and all regula- 
tions adopted by the House, and all objections made by the Bishop to 
any regulations that may be passed. 
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11. The Secretary of the Synod shall annually print from the Jour- 
nal of the House of Churchwomen a report of its proceedings in like 
form as the Journal of the Synod is annually printed. 

12. A quorum, of the House of Churchwomen shall consist of dele- 
gates from ten parishes, churches or congregations. No business may 
be transacted in the House except a quorum be present. If on any 
question a division be demanded by five delegates, then the vote shall 
be taken by parishes, churches and congregations, and each parish, 
church or congregation shall be entitled to one vote, and no more. 

13. Whenever the Synod shall submit any matter to the House of 
Churchwomen for its opinion, the matter so submitted shall be con- 
sidered immediatelyr and the action of the House thereon shall be cer- 
tified in writing by the President and Secretary of the House and sent 
at once to the Synod. 

14. Whenever the House of Churchwomen shall submit any matter 
to the Synod for its opinion, the matter so submitted shsJl be considered 
as promptly as possible, and the action of the Synod on the matter sub- 
mitted to it shall be certified in writing and sent by the Secretary of 
the Synod to the House immediately upon the taking of such action. 

15. The Bishop may recommend to the House of Churchwomen for 
its consideration such matters as he may deem expedient, and the same, 
unless otherwise requested by him, shall be considered before any other 
business, excepting matters submitted by the Synod for the opinion 
of the House. 

The Ven. E. J. Batty moved that the report be accepted 
and referred to the Committee on Legislation with the request 
that they report tomorrow morning. The motion was seconded 
and carried and the report was so referred. 

The Rev. John M. Page presented the following resolution 
which was seconded by Mr. Bluford Wilson and carried. The 
resolution is known as the **WiImette Resolution:*' 

Whereas, Past experience has taught us that whereyer a large 
body of men are assembled for military purposes, saloons and evil 
resorts multiply in the closest possible proximity, thereby endangering 
greatly the good health both morally and physically of the troops so 
assembled; and 

Whereas, The recent mobilization of our troops on the Mexican 
border has brought the matter sharply to the attention of many of the 
citizens of this country; and 

Whereab, The possibility is in no way remote that another call to 
the colors may be sounded in the near future; therefore be it. 

Resolved, That we, the members, clerical and lay of the Fortieth 
Annual Synod of the Diocese of Springfield, do respectfully submit an 
appeal to the War Department of the United States Government that 
in the general plans for military preparedness the moral environment 
of the soldiers be accorded full and careful attention; that with official 
foresight all saloons and evil resorts be eradicated from the vicinity 
of all points of mobilization or encampment. Just as other unsanitary 
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conditions would be cleared away; and that our sons, brothers and 
fathers be not called to jeopardize their souls as well as their bodies 
in the service of their country; be it further 

Resolved^ That a copy of this resolution be sent to the President of 
the United States, to the Secretary of War, and also to the public press. 

Mr. M. F. Gilbert presented the report of the Chancellor. 

REPORT OF THE CHANCELLOR OF THE DIOCESE. 

To the Fortieth Annual Synod of the Diocese of Springfield: 

It is a satisfaction and pleasure to report to the Diocese the final 
termination of the litigation at East St. Louis in regard to the Church 
property at that place, which has heretofore been the subject of much 
anxiety and trouble. In the last written report to the Synod mention 
was made of the pending ejectment suit in the Circuit Court of St. 
Clair County, at Belleville, concerning this litigation. This suit was 
tried, submitted and the Church was fortunate in obtaining a judgment 
for possession. It was feared that a long litigation would ensue, either 
by demanding a new trial under the statute, or by appeal, but no appeal 
was taken from the decision of the Circuit Court, and the Statute of 
Limitations has now run against any further trials for possession, 
which ends the litigation, resulting in favor of the claims of the Church, 
and avoiding further complications. 

During the past year, in all cases where brought to notice, full 
attention has been given to the perfection of titles and the correction 
of records.

The Rev. George P. Hoster, D.D., presented the report of 
the Church Extension Board, which was on motion accepted. 

REPORT OF THE DIOCESAN BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The Board held two meetings during the year. A call was sent 
out for a third meeting, but for lack of a quorum that meeting could 
not be held. At the meeting held May 25, 1916, the report of the Treas- 
urer of the Board showed a balance on hand to that date of $1,004.16. 
At this meeting the Treasurer of the Diocese was appointed the treas- 
urer of the Board, to serve for the remainder of the year. Also the 
Bishop was requested to appoint an Archdeacon who should have entire 
charge of the financial work of the Board, the Treasurer of the Board 
working in harmony with, and under the direction of the said Arch- 
deacon until the end of the current year. The Bishop concurred with 
the request and appointed the Yen. John Chanler White to that office. 
At this meeting some time was given to the discussion of the advisa- 
bility of the creation of an Associate Mission Staff for work in the 
Diocese. This matter was finally referred to the Ezecutiye Committee 
of the Board with power to act. 
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In the report of the Church Extension Board made to the last 
Synodp the following sentence appeared: "A difficult problem now be- 
fore the Board Is to know what to do about St John's Mission^ Spring- 
field." To know what to do about this Mission still confronts the 
Church Extension Board as a problem mpst difficult The Board does 
not known what to do about it; and it is up to this Synod to say what 
shall be done. At a meeting of the Board held February 6, it was 
decided that the appropriation to this Mission be continued as hereto- 
fore, until the next meeting of the Synod, and that then the matter be 
referred to that body for final action. The matter is herewith referred. 

Twenty-nine Missions are now being served by Missionaries under 
the direction of the Board. Nothing of an extraordinary character has 
occurred in the history of those. Missions during the past year. Some 
of them are discouraging fields; and the man, under God, who is able 
to keep some of them alive only, is doing good work. All of our Mis- 
sionaries are working hard. Not one of them is getting a larger 
stipend than he should. During the current year the Board felt called 
upon to commend the Mission work being done by true and tried 
veterans of the Diocese, the Rev. W. H. Tomlins, and the Yen. H. M. 
Chittenden. 

In order that our Missionaries may receive their stipends 
promptly, the Board urges all Parishes and Missions to pay the i>er 
capita assessment quarterly and strictly In advance. During the current 
year that has not been the general practice. (See State of Diocesan 
Assessment, April 30, 1917, as published in the May Issue of "The 
Springfield Churchman.") The Board also urges upon the authorities 
of our Missions to have a care that the assignments are paid in full, 
and when due. 

As pensions for the clergy became operative on March 1, 1917, and 
as the Church Extension Board is not yet prepared to pay its share of 
pension cash in behalf of its Missionaries, it is imperatively necessary 
that this Synod indicate the ways and means by which this increased 
charge in our Missionary Budget be fully covered.

To the Fortieth Annual Synod of the Diocese of Springfield: 

The Standing Committee reports that it met for the purpose of 
organizing immediately after the close of the last Annual Synod on 
Thursday, May 11, 1916, and elected the Rev. Joseph G. Wright, Presi- 
dent, and the Rev. John Chanler White, Secretary. 

Eleyen meetings were held during the year, and much important 
business was transacted. 

The Canonical papers of the following Bishops-elect were presented 
and consent was given to their consecration, viz: 

(1) The Reverend Irving Peake Johnson, D. D., to be the Bishop 
Coadjutor of Colorado. 

(2) The Reverend Granville Hudson Sherwood, D. D., to be the 
Bishop of Springfield. 

The committee also gave consent to and concurred in the election 
of the Rt Rev. Sheldon Munson Griswold, D. D., Missionary Bishop of 
Salina, to be the Suffragan Bishop of the Diocese of Chicago. 

Consent was given to the election of a Bishop Coadjutor for the 
Diocese of Iowa and also for the Diocese of Newark. 

On March 27, 1917, Mr. Leo Gay McAfee, B. A., of Trinity Parish, 
Lincoln, was accepted as a postulant for Holy Orders. 

On June 27, 1916, Mr. Egbert Adolphus Craig (colored), postulant 
and student at the Bishop Payne Divinity School, was recommended 
to be admitted a candidate for Holy Orders and his candidateship date 
from September 1, 1915.

The Standing Committee authorized the Chaplain and Council of 
the Episcopal Church at the University of Illinois to sell real estate and 
properties belonging to the Chapel Building Fund. 

The Standing Committee appointed Wednesday, May 23, as the 
time, and St Paul's Church, Springfield, as the place for the meeting 
of the Fortieth Annual Synod of the Diocese. 

The Standing Committee gave consent to the Rector and Vestry of 
Emmanuel Church, Champaign, to deconsecrate and dispose of their 
Church building in order to make room for the erection of the new 
Church building. 

The committee received official notice on October 17, 1916, of the 
resignation of the Rt Rev. Edward William Osborne, D. D., as Bishop 
of Springfield, his reason being that of ill health and seeming incapacity 
to longer discharge his duties satisfactorily, and on the 19th of October 
of the acceptance of his resignation by the House of Bishops, then in 
session in. General Convention, the same to take Immediate effect and 
thereupon became the Ecclesiastical Authority. They immediately 
made provision for Episcopal supervision of the Diocese by requesting 
Bishop Osborne to act until the first of January, 1917, his compensation 
for his work to be at the rate of his monthly salary. Bishop Osborne 
accepted the invitation and discharged his duties accordingly. 
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The committee issued the call for a Special Synod for the purpose 
of electing a Bishop to be held on December 27, 1916, in St. Paul's 
Church, Springfield, 111. 

On Wednesday, December 27, 1916, in St Paul's Church, Spring- 
field, the Special Synod for the purpose of electing a Bishop of the 
Diocese was duly convened, at 10 a. m. It was called to order by the 
President of the Standing Committee. Bishop Osborne was elected 
President of the Synod, and the Rev. Granville Hudson Sherwood, 
Rector of Trinity Church, Rock Island, was duly elected Bishop of the 
Diocese. Details of the Synod and the election will be found in the 
Minutes of the Special Synod. 

Bishop Sherwood was duly consecrated in Trinity Church, Rock 
Island, 111., on St Mark's Day, April 25, 1917, by the Rt Rev. Daniel 
S. Tuttle, D. D., D. Li., L.L.D., Presiding Bishop of the Church, assisted 
by the Rt Rev. C. P. Anderson, D. D., Bishop of Chicago; the Rt Rev. 
Edward Fawcett, D. D., Bishop of Quincy, co<*onsecrators; the Rt. Rev. 
T. N. Morrison, D. D., Bishop of Iowa, and the Rt. Rev. A. L. Williams, 
D. D., Bishop of Nebraska, Presenters; the Rt. Rev. Dr. Reese, Bishop 
Coadjutor of Southern Ohio, preacher. The Standing Committee at- 
tended the consecration in Rock Island and took an official part in the 
services. 

The official acts of the committee as the Ecclesiastical Authority 
of the Diocese are herewith presented and will be published in the 
Journal of the Synod.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Your Committee on the State of the Church is happy in being able 
to report that the Diocese is in better condition, both spiritually and 
materially, than for five or six years, past. The obligations have been 
met, the endowment has increased and the flocks are growing, or at 
least holding their own. 

New Churches at Edwardsville and at Champaign are signs of 
living interest and generosity, and best of all, our corporate life seems 
ready to respond to the vigorous leadership of our Bishop. 

Your committee would lay its strongest stress upon the urgent 
needs of our missions. If the Diocese of Springfield is to grow, it 
must be largely through these missions, or dependent churches, es- 
pecially those in larger towns where our work is little and languishing. 
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If such churches are to grow, the Bishop and his boards must, for sev- 
eral yea^ to come, have much more money to man and sustain them. 

Bishop Sherwood's plan of "One Hundred Club" is the very way to 
meet this need. We commend it to the whole Diocese, confident that 
many will Join it before they are asked, and we urge upon our people 
that when they are personally approached by the Bishop, as we are 
sure they will be, that they will meet his needs with generosity, that 
so they may share his labors and the joy of his success. 

But strength cannot come to the missions entirely from without. 
Within their membership your committee discerns, in some places, a 
need of more responsible interests, of moral zeal, a greater will to 
grow, less content with the mere continuance with the things that have 
been. Such conditions, where they exist, are due to irregular minis- 
trations, isolation and the lack of responsible organization. Your com- 
mittee would recommend that there be, in each mission, a "Committee" 
or a Council of Advice, duly organized, with a secretary, and entrusted 
with so much responsibility as is consistent with the Canons and the 
good judgment of the Bishop. Such bodies would increase the self- 
respect of the missions and educate laymen for larger service. 

Also, that When practicable, one or more of the lay members of 
the Synod go with the Bishop to this or that mission and become ac- 
quainted with its problems. His presence will be wholly unofficial, but 
ought to result in helpful counsel and better understanding and co- 
operation throughout the Diocese. 

We also believe that the Synod might be of even greater benefit 
than now, were it attended by more laymen and could it come in local 
contact with different parts of the Diocese. 

To this end, we advise the consideration of the plan more than 
once mentioned among us, of holding the Synod upon some Saturday 
and Sunday; and much as we prize the pleasures of meeting in this 
beautiful capital city and enjoy the unfading charm of its hospitality, 
we should at least consider the advisability of meeting some times in 
other places, to enlighten and to stir the local people. This custom is 
so general in the American churches as hardly to require explanation 
or defense. 

Returning to actual conditions, your committee heartily commends 
the work done by the Rector of Danville and similar work by the Rector 
of Bloomington and others in the pulpit, on local committees in public 
meetings and through the press, to help the good elements of that city 
in their recent achievement of closing the saloons and greatly improv- 
ing the moral conditions. We speak of this, not simply as a matter of 
personal praise, but to urge upon all out Clergy that they take what 
part they can in the life of the community and withhold no co-operation 
which they can conscientiously give to all men who are laboring for 
civic and social righteousness. Aloofness has gained nothing for the 
Church and has deprived our communities of some of their best ele- 
ments of wisdom and strength. 

We close our report with cheerful confidence that the Dioccese of 
Springfield stands ready to make the splendid policies outlined by our 
Bishop its practical working program, and we are deeply thankful for a 
leader who has already given strength to our old hopes and inspired 
hopes that are new.

REPORT OF THE SOCIAL SERVICE COMMISSION, 1917. 

As we have received no reports on Social Service from any parishes 
or missions in the Diocese, we have no statements of a local character 
to make. Our report on Social Service last year found space lately in 
the columns of The Living Church. 

The economic conditions intensified by the world war lay a vast 
field of work open for what is called Social Service. We are bound as 
Christians to do what we can to alleviate sufferings and unjust con- 
ditions. We can do God service, for example, in demanding that our 
legislators abolish child labor, unfair wages to women, and that we 
take such an interest in disputes between capital and labor that jus- 
tice may be done. 

The Episcopal Church in the United States, by General Convention, 
by Diocesan conventions, by provincial Synods and by many of her 
Clergy and laity, is on record not only in expressing deep interest, but 
in doing good works which the General Social Service Commission 
commends. 

In the Open Forum tent last October close by where the General 
Convention met In St. Louis, large numbers of men and women met 
daily to hear Bishops, other Clergy and laymen speak on the things In 
which Christians must take an active part if the wol'ld about us is to be 
saved from vice and crime, and raised to a higher moral and religious 
life. As we understand it, Social Service emphasizes what may be 
called the practical side of Christianity. Red Cross work, looking into 
the conditions of our soldiers now in camps, who are guarding bridges 
and public works, seeing that they have literature, games, etc., to 
occupy their idle hours, Joining with societies, ministerial assoeiations 
and others in legal efforts to close saloons and other^ objectionable 
places on Sundays — these are but a few of the things which may well 
claim the work of Social Service.

The Rev. William Baker presented the following report of 
the committee appointed to consider the items of economy sug- 
gested by the Bishop 's address : 
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The committee to whom was referred that portion of the Pastoral 
Address of the Bishop, which dealt with the economical, financial ad- 
ministration of the Diocese, heg leave to recommend that the Synod 
order 

(a) That the Diocesan Rooms he abandoned and that the Dio- 
cesan Library be placed for the present in care of some public library, 
such as that of the City of Springfield, the University of Illinois, the 
Western Theological Seminary or Nashotah House, with the under- 
standing that the title to the books is to remain in the Diocese of 
Springfield and that they are to be subject to recall at the order of 
the Synod. 

(b) That the Committee on the "Springfield Churchman'* take the 
necessary steps to finance the publication on a subscription basis. It 
is suggested that this may possibly be accomplished by ofiPering to some 
organization or individual in each parish and mission a premium of 
ten cents on each annual subscription of 50 cents. It is further recom- 
mended that the Board of Finance continue to make the necessary 
appropriation for the publication and distribution of the paper for a 
period not exceeding 90 days, and that any deficit at the end of each 
year be paid out of the General Diocesan treasury. 

(c) It is recommended that the Journal of the Synod be cut down 
as much as possible consistent with efliciency and that the Secretary of 
the Synod be so instructed. 

(d) It is further recommended that any saving thus made be 
applied to the payment of Clergy Pensions due from the Diocese as 
such.

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APPENDIX I. 

BISHOP'S ADDRESS 



Brethren of the Clergy and Laity : Grace be unto you and 
peace from God our Father and from the Lord Jesus Christ ! 

By the Providence of God we are met together in the 
Fortieth Annual Synod of the Diocese of Springfield. Some 
of you, doubtless, have sat in the large number of these forty 
Synods and are as conversant with the matters that shall come 
before us as you are with the questions which arise in your own 
homes. To some of us it is a brand new experience, fraught 
with difficulties, yet faced with confidence in the support of the 
older heads and the wiser counsel which we know will be ours for 
the asking. 

By the Providence of God the newest and the youngest 
Diocesan Bishop in the Church is the President of your Synod. 
That means for him a large measure of embarrassment and for 
you the exercise of infinite patience. Bear with him a little 
while till the newness wears away and he acquires familiarity 
with your conditions. 

On St. Mark's Day, April 25th, 1917, not quite a month 
ago, we were consecrated Bishop in Trinity Church, Rock 
Island, Illinois, in the presence of a loyal congregation who for 
twelve years had held up our hands and given in unmeasured 
and unstinting love their faithful service to the Church. When 
the call came for their Rector to leave them for your service, 
they gave him gladly to the larger work, confident that the 
source of the call was none other than the Holy Spirit of God. 
Their thoughtful and loving kindness and your warm and gen- 
erous welcome we list together in the ever-growing record of the 
mercies of God, and praise His Holy Name for His goodness 
to us. 

Since 1878 this Diocese has been administered by men of 
great wisdom. The singular gifts of Bishop Seymour and 
Bishop Osborne, their strength of character, their deep and 
sincere piety, their wealth of learning, combined as is seldom seen 
with untiring zeal which made them scoff at labors before which 
most men would quail, caused them to stand out even among 
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their brethren in the Episeopate as superior and pic-eminent 
men, and gave to the Diocese of Springfield a name and a ehar< 
acter not often attained by a Diocese which is not distinguished 
bj a large metropolitan city and not possessed of nnnsoal 
material resources. A Diocese poor bv comparison with its 
neighbors is yet rich in memories and traditions and holds an 
inheritance of conviction and sincerity which is in large part 
the bequests of those who have held the ofSee of Chief Shepherd 
and dignified it by labors more abundant than them all. 

Into this worthy succession we come with rererent and 
hesitant step. Conscious of no singular endowment such as 
marked our predecessors, deeply o^nizant of the vast difference 
between their intellectual and spiritual attainment and our own. 
we yet enter into their labors with abundant hope and gladsome 
confidence, humbly sure that the God Who blessed them will 
bless us, and through us the people He has committed to our 
care. 

Fully aware of all that the Diocese owes to its former 
Bishops, only a blind man would fail to perceive that we have 
in certain of our clergy and in many of our laity an asset that 
is beyond computation. Four out of our twenty-three clergy 
have served the Church in this Diocese a quarter of a century 
and upwards. Bicher pastures have beckoned but these men 
have remained true to their first love and given their life to the 
Diocese of Springfield. They are strong towers and if we seem 
to lean on them for a while it is but a tribute to the wisdom with 
which long experience has enriched them. We are their debtors 
and shall continue to be. Why be slow to acknowledge itf The 
Diocese of Springfield could no more write its history without 
honorable mention of the names of Wright, Tomlins, Chittenden 
and White than it could without the names of Seymour and 
Osborne. If we fail to mention the laity by name it is only 
because we feel sure that there are so many of them with whom 
we are not yet acquainted and we would hesitate to omit one of 
them. Their faithfulness shall be our strength in the days to 
come. God bless them, every one. 

In the past year death has taken to his reward one of our 
clergy who for a while, because of illness, was classed as non- 
parochial, but for a much longer while was the highly esteemed 
Priest-Missionary in Southern Illinois with headquarters at 
Ilarrisburg, the Rev. William Francis Kemey. He entered into 
rest March 6th in Fowlerville, Michigan, leaving two boys 
orphans at the ages of 12 and 16. We understand that steps 
have been taken to provide for these children by the Church 
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Pension Fund. Thus early in its operation does it touch with 
beneficence our own little family and open our eyes to the bless 
ings it holds for the clergy and those who belong to them. 

The parish at Champaign has been bereaved of one of its 
fine young Vestrymen, in the death of John Luther Polk, aged 
32, who died of heart failure while bathing in the surf at Prout's 
Neck, Maine, August 9, 1916. A man of splendid character, 
devoted to the Church — ^with his parents and parish we mourn 
his loss. 

The parish at Alton has sustained a great loss in the death 
of Mrs. Mary Caroline Hayner, who, on the Feast of the Purifi- 
cation, departed this life, faithful unto death in the communion 
of the Catholic Church. Her works do follow her. 

Doubtless there are many others to whom our attention has 
not been called. May they and all the faithful departed through 
the mercy of God rest in peace! 



PLATFORM. 



It would seem only fair at the beginning of a new regime 
that the Bishop of the Diocese should make some statement set- 
ting forth — shall we say a ** platform ?' ' — and take the Diocese 
into his confidence as to the policies which he hopes to pursue. 

As to a ** platform*' we could search in vain for a better one 
than that found in Article II of the Constitution of the Diocese, 
which says that the Church to which we have vowed our alle- 
giance is **the One, Holy, Catholic and Apostolic Church in this 
land." On this we stand, confident in the stability and the se- 
curity of our position. It has been said by many who claim to 
stand upon this same platform but give a little broader interpre- 
tation to the language of it, that this Diocese and some others 
have failed to prosper because of their adherence to the princi- 
ples of what has sometimes been called ''advanced Churchman- 
ship" or the more popular and equally unmeaning phrase, 
''High Church." The very fact that the Church has not made 
the advance that it ought to have made compels us to fasten the 
blame on something or on somebody. But in the face of many 
historical reasons, such as our late appearance in the Middle 
West, our lack of adequate support and assistance by the Church 
at large, the comparatively few men and women of great means 
among our communicants, it does seem foolish and petty to say 
that we have not prospered because we have had principles, 
while within a stone ^s throw of our borders are Dioceses who are

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at one with us in poverty though not marked by our "peculiari- 
ties. ' ' If the dignified and reverent worship of God, the adorning 
of His Church and His Altar, the teaching that makes men con- 
scious of His presence, the traditions and customs that have been 
precious to God's saints through all the Christian ages and 
which bind us to those of the past in unbroken fellowship — if 
all these faithful principles which some call ** peculiarities'" 
bring with them of necessity an attendant poverty, then, 
brethren, let us be poor. Bui we choose to believe that they have 
no connection with each other. The experience of a ministry 
which we can say with humility was abundantly blessed by God 
has taught us that even in this Middle West the people of real 
worth who are won to the Church, and by real worth we mean 
the people who will be found ten, twenty and thirty years from 
now in their places in Church and in their work in the parishes, 
are the people who have come into the Church not because they 
thought it the best of the Protestant sects, but because after 
careful preparation by a loyal Priest they have learned that it 
was not a Protestant sect at all but the Church of God. The 
things that are called ''peculiarities" by those of our members 
who style themselves Protestant Episcopalians are not at all 
peculiar to these people who have found their way into the 
Church not by inheritance but by diligent search and study. To 
them they are the natural and expressive utterance of the Faith 
which they have found with delight and whose customs, observed 
with reverence, have brought them closer to their Lord. Brethren 
of the laity, we venture to suggest that your Protestant preju- 
dices, if you have any, are due not to the truth presented to you, 
but to the manner of the man who presents it, not to the Faith 
once for all delivered to the saints or to the ritual employed in 
portraying that Faith to your eyes, but to the silly and often 
sickly character who, counting the light of a candle of greater 
worth than your poor, wounded soul, has endeavored to force 
medicine down your throat which you would have taken with the 
docility of a little child from a Priest whose manhood you re- 
spected, and whose convictions, though diflFering from your own, 
gave you faith in him and in all that he did. Never have^we 
known a pajrish or a people who couldn't be moulded to his lik- 
ing by a Priest whose convictions were tempered with love and 
whose life was a living witness that he was called of God to feed 
the sheep of His pasture, not only with truth but with tender- 
ness and sympathy. The man who believes that by the advent 
of a new Bishop a new era opens for the Diocese of Springfield 
which will be characterized by vagueness of teaching and loose- 
ness of discipline must be asd^ed to think again. The man who 
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believes that we will become the dumping ground for inefficient 
and silly Priests whose highest thought is to **say Mass'' and 
call themselves **Cawtholics" will in time, we trust, revise his 
opinion. The Diocese of Springfield needs MEN, — men at her 
altars and men in her pulpits and men in her pews, and your 
Bishop today asks you to be neither High Churchmen nor Low 
Churchmen nor Broad Churchmen, but to drop forever those 
invidious and distinctive adjectives and if you must have a 
descriptive name let it be the name of Good Churchmen which 
has in it the essence of unity and the promise of brotherhood 
without which we can never live as a happy Christian family 
serving Qod with one heart and one mind. 



POLICIES. 

The policies which we will pursue depend largely on the 
attitude you will take towards our support. Policies may be 
founded on fancy, but they work out better if they are founded 
on facts. Doubtless you have seen in this Diocese the rise and 
fall of many projects, the fall perhaps more rapid than the rise. 
Good men always make mistakes. Earnestness of purpose de- 
mands some ventures. The man of faith cannot sit still while 
the Vision beckons and the Voice calls. The man of zonl cannot 
abide inactivity when work remains undone for which he is 
directly responsible. He must arise and go and if he be your 
Bishop you must follow him with your prayers and with your 
purses. 

MORE MONEY. 

I. We believe that we will find a response in your heart 
when we say that to prosecute the ordinary work of the Church in 
this Diocese, more money, much more money, must be forthcom- 
ing than in the past. We are talking now not of dreams or of 
visions or of pet projects or of schemes that have yet to demon- 
strate their value, we are talking solely of holding the service 
of the Church in the towns and villages in this Diocese. To do 
this primary and necessary work in every place where it ought 
to be done would require at least ten thousand dollars a year 
more than we have to spend today. And this would not mean a 
resident Priest in every place. It would not mean a resident 
Priest even in the cities which have a population of over 5,000. 
It would provide, though, for five or six able men who, journey- 
ing from town to town, could preach the Word of God and minis- 
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ter the Sacraments of the Church. Or it would provide two or 
three such men and furnish at the same time a more just supx)ort 
of the men we already have who at pitiable salaries are trying 
to uphold the honor of our Church and whose families are fight- 
ing with them that most valiant of all fights — the struggle to 
have something to eat and something to wear, and to keep out of 
debt. If it should ever be possible for us to raise such a sum, 
it isn't possible that anyone of you would begrudge a little of it 
for the support of the old men and of the old work which has 
never been sufficiently provided for. 

There is at present a Diocesan assessment of $2.50 a year 
per communicant. It has come to us that already there is a 
complaint because the sum asked is so large. Brethren, this 
part of this address is not for those who balk at a sum of less 
than a nickel a week for the support of a Bishop, the main- 
tenance of our Diocesan work and a trifling sum which v e return 
to the General Board of Missions, through whom we receive 
nearly $6,000 a year. We ask not one penny from any man, 
woman or chUd whose nickel a week is not coming gladly today. 
But we do appeal to those larger spirits, of whom this Diocese 
must have a considerable number, to give, in addition to this 
five cent subscription, a more adequate offering for the prosecu- 
tion of our work. One hundred gifts of $100 would give us the 
ten thousand dollars needed. It would cheer your Bishop as 
he lays his hand to his work, it would fill the vacant places with 
men, it would lift the burden from many who have long borne 
more than their share, it would enable us all to hold up our 
heads in self-respect and show that we were at least conscious 
of our responsibilities though unable to meet all their demands. 
Shall we start the One Hundred Club today f There will be no 
taking of subscriptions, no calling of rolls, no embarrassment 
for those who cannot give, but those of you who believe that the 
time has come for the Diocese of Springfield to do its work write 
out your checks and slip them quietly into our hands. You will 
get a receipt, you will get an account of expenditures, you will 
win our gratitude, you will call down a blessing on you and 
yours from those whose homes you will fill with gladness and 
from the barren earth which is crying out for the water of life. 

Let it at least be known throughout the length and breadth 
of the Diocese that there is a Bishop's Fund, or if that mak^ 
confusion with a Bishop 's Purse or a Bishop *s salary, call it the 
One Hundred Club, one hundred gifts of $lb0. There are 
many pious and generous men and women throughout this Dio- 
cese who will be touched by this appeal if it only reach them, if 
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those who are here will see that it is placed in their hands. 
Perhaps there are some beyond our borders who may be moved 
by our needs and stirred by our hopes. At least we send it forth 
with prayer as we shall welcome its returns with thanksgiving. 
For those of you who are timid, for those of you who are a little 
fearful of the future, for those of you who think your Bishop 
visionary though he ask for the most practical thing in the world, 
beware lest discouraged by the past ye grieve the Holy Spirit 
of (Jod Who awaits His opportunity to work in you mightily. 
You have heard missionary Bishops make their appeals for men 
and for money. You have heard them cry **We want men first 
and then money. " It isn 't true. We want money first. Then 
we can get the men. Then the men can get more money. But 
**men first and money afterwards'' has been the cause of more 
broken promises by Bishops who meant to be truthful than it 
would be well to record or helpful to remember. We promise 
you, brethren, great deliberation, slowness that may often meet 
your criticism, a part in our counsels and a welcome to your 
suggestions, if when the time comes for united action you prom- 
ise on your part work and enthusiasm and sympathy. Sneer at 
no worthy ambition, scoflf at no lofty attempt, hark not back t<i 
the past for precedents, but let your conduct be worthy of men 
of faith who are taught that in the work of their Lord and 
Master nothing is impossible to them who believe. 

PROFIT SHARING. 

II. Our policy towards the work which we already have es- 
tablished, the policy at least which we shall recommend and urge 
to the Church Extension Board, is a policy of profit-sharing. 
Whenever a man whose salary is determined by. the Board makes 
notable advance in the places of which he is in charge, whenever 
those places emerge under his leadership from sluggishness and 
indiiference into life and activity, then let the Board recognize 
the value of that man to that place and to this Diocese and make 
some substantial recognition of his service. It may be small, 
but to a man receiving $800 a year, $100 additional does not look 
small. And it has more than its intrinsic value. It carries 
with it the encouragement and the appreciation of the whole 
Diocese and puts heart into the man and into the place. A small 
number of clergy fairly well supported and loved by their people 
is a greater asset to the Diocese than a large number of clergy 
miserably paid and not worth the poor salary that they get 
When the good man appears and his work demonstrates his 
Ability, by all means make it possible for him to stay. The best 
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way to keep out undesirables is to hang on to the men who have 
i*oused their people to a sense of duty, and in rousing them 
have won their respect and affection. That may possibly mean 
a different policy towards some missions than has heretofore 
been pursued. It will mean less money for the Board to scatter. 
But the question that we have to answer is, '*How much do we 
owe to that place whose people have never done their duty, 
under a succession of Priests, some of whom probably did aU 
that any man could do to create self-respect and self -support ? " 
Shall they go on forever unproductive with a resident clergyman 
supported largely by others just because they happen to have a 
Church building or a rectory, while the assistance which they 
receive will bring forth a real harvest in another community? 
In the year 1890 this Diocese had forty-one clergy. Today we 
have twenty-three. Would it be a great grief to you, would you 
feel that we were losing ground if next year we reported only 
fifteen clergy but every one of them came up to S3aiod with a 
new suit of clothes and a smile on his face and perhaps a wife 
on his arm, but in his pocket a better report of his work than 
he'd ever brought in before? Would you call that losing 
ground? We should call that Progress. 

CONCENTRATION. 

III. What we call the policy of profit-sharing when we talk 
of men becomes the policy of concentration when we talk of places. 
There are times when we have to forego the pleasure and the 
romance of new ventures and give ourselves without stint to 
some old task. We are thinking particularly of the Church 
in East St. Louis, a stone Church of splendid exterior, built 
fourteen years ago by one of our faithful Priests. It now stands 
the saddest sight in the second city of Illinois and the largest 
city in our Diocese. The roof has been leaking for years, the 
walls are all wet and soggy, there has been no heat in the build- 
ing all winter long, the services have been held in a guild room, 
and the Easter offering was $38. The 230 some communicants 
of ten years ago have dwindled to 113, the pledges of that time, 
upwards of $2,000, are now practically nothing. You will 
probably say that this is the one problem of the Diocese which 
we happen in our short residence to have seen. True, but that 
problem stands in the center of a city of 100,000 population 
and must be therefore more pressing than the problem of any 
country Church. Thank God, it looks better outside than inside, 
but it stands there in that great city the only representative of 
the Episcopal Church, the witness which we allow to stand and 
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call by our name, and so long as it remains in its present dis- 
graceful condition it is a charge against the sincerity of every 
one of us. We speak these words not in reproach but in the 
hope that those who hear them may be moved to take some action 
to improve a deplorable situation. We are blaming no one, we 
are trusting that the representatives of that parish, if they are 
present, will have enough faith in us to know that our thought in 
mentioning the subject is not to humiliate them but to encourage 
this Diocese as a whole to lend them their help till they can 
stand on their feet. There is a $5,000 debt which has never 
been reduced a penny. Two thousand dollars more must be 
raised at once to clear present obligations, repair the roof and 
make the interior presentable. The question before us is not 
whether this Parish deserves our assistance, but whether we 
can afford not to give it to them and giving it give them also 
another chance to develop the life that is left in it, and we are 
glad to testify that there is enoup:h life to justify our kindly 
interest. The conditions must be improved or the property 
disposed of. If the latter, there will be no surplus when the 
debt is paid and the Episcopal Church will be a thing of the past 
in this great center of population. Had we the money at our 
disposal, the proposition made to this parish would be dollar 
for dollar, as much as you can raise. Give them a chance to 
get a better footing and to worship God without raincoats. 

This is what we mean by Concentration, the meeting of 
emergencies in vital places. God grant that before many years 
such a policy may be possible. 



MATTERS OP ENCOURAGEMENT. 

Perhaps you have heard enough of policies, and perhaps you 
will remember that we are pledged not to the policies but to the 
hope of some day being able to adopt them. 

Let us turn to a subject that will put heart into us. In the 
past year the Church has been the beneficiary of some hand- 
some gifts and legacies. Emmanuel Church, Champaign, is the 
recipient of a Church, Chapel and Parish Hall, the gift of Dr. 
and Mrs. J. L. Polk in memory of their three sons, Justice 
Cicero Polk, Robert Collins Polk and John Luther Polk. The 
plans for these buildings have been made and accepted and 
they will cost nearly $33,000. In addition to these, the Parish 
is to build a Rectory which will cost approximately $10,000, 
besides furnishing the other buildings. We understand that 
most appropriately the delegates from this Parish are to ask 
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the S3niod that they be allowed to change the name of Emmanuel 
Church to Emmanuel Memorial Church. This is a beautiful 
gift, and oh, brethren, if you feel that in our address we have 
over-emphasized the subject of money, remember that our money 
is nothing when our boys are gone. God comfort the hearts of 
these parents and give them great joy in their gift. 

By the will of Mrs. Mary Caroline Hayner of Alton, St 
Paul's Church, Alton, is the recipient of a bequest of $15,000; 
the Orphanage of the Holy Child, Springfield, $3,000 ; and the 
Diocesan Board of Missions, $3,000. 

Mrs. Hayner was a tower of strength in the Parish and 
Diocese and will be greatly missed in the work and counsels of 
the Woman's Auxiliary. In her life and in her death she re- 
membered us. Do Thou, O Lord, remember her. 

A legacy, we have heard, has been recently left to St. John's 
Church, Centralia, but we have received no official information 
of it. 

It is good for us to know of these things, for they show us 
that God has touched the hearts of these men and women and 
will touch ours if we let Him. 

There has been built during the past year a new Church 
at Edwardsville. You ought to see it. Thought as well as 
money has gone into it, and love as well as thought. It has cost 
over $10,000, and there will be a mortgage on it of $4,000. A 
mortgage on a Church like that is a small matter, for every man, 
woman and child will love that Church and find pleasure in re- 
ducing the incumbrance. It is well appointed in all particulars 
and its construction and atmosphere will make for reverence in 
every soul that enters it. There is a more beautiful thing in 
St. Andrew's Church, Edwardsville, than the Church. It is a 
desire on the part of the people to retain their Rector. When- 
ever that spirit exists in a congregation, you may count on its 
stability. In this day of restless congregations and *' hot-foot" 
parsons, it is refreshing to find a people willing to make sacri- 
fices to retain their Rector, and a Rector willing to make sacri- 
fices to stay with them. The pledges in this Parish, we under- 
stand, have been nearly doubled in the last month. That is 
Progress. Love between Priest and People always spells 
Progress. 

It is impossible that in so short a time we could be familiar 
with all the encouraging happenings in the Diocese in the past 
year, but we hear of splendid work being done in Jacksonville 
and Decatur, in Lincoln, in Havana and Carlinville and its 
neighboring missions, and we have no doubt that modesty alone 
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has kept silent many whose work is faithful and commendable 
in their various fields. Much that we have heard cheers us 
and fills us with hope and courage. Several of the larger Par- 
ishes are vacant. We suggest that the Vestries of these Parishes 
^•getbusy.'' 

The Endowment Fund of the Diocese has increased but 
little, but it has increased, the total today amounting to 
$34,&48.95. The small increase over last year has come from 
former pledges. We trust that the Clergy will keep before the 
people the necessity of augmenting this important fund, by gifts 
and legacies. Make the center strong, and the strength will 
radiate. 



SUGGESTIONS TO THE CLERGY. 

May we be permitted to call other matters to the atteption 
of the Clergy: First: It may be a regrettable fact, but it is 
still a fact, that the success or failure of a Parish in raising its 
Assessments is due primarily to the Clergy. If they feel the 
responsibility of it, if it is a matter of honor to them that their 
Parishes and Missions discharge in full their obligations to the 
Diocese and the Church at large, it is surprising how quickly 
the spirit spreads throughout the people. The enthusiasm of 
sane men always wins response. If a Parish is behind in its 
assessments, explanation and encouragement from the Rector 
will wipe out the deficit. If a Vestry suggests that they go up 
to the Synod asking for a remission of a just obligation, it rests 
then with the Rector to shame that Vestry oui of any such 
proposal. We have an assessment of $2.50 a communicant. 
Such an assessment has its disadvantages, but they can be over- 
come by the Clergy. If the Rector or Priest-in-charge contents 
himself with receiving this amount from the people in his 
Parish who are well able to pay twenty times that sum, the 
assessment in his Parish will not be raised. If, on the other 
hand, he makes it his own responsibility, he will find many 
glad to give large sums and he will find scarcely a person in 
his Parish who will not respond with a nickel a week, which 
is $2.60 a year, instead of $2.50. The Duplex envelope has 
lifted more burdens from the minds and hearts of the Clergy 
than any other one invention of man, unless it is the rubber 
collar. But, the Duplex envelope, efficient as it is, will not 
work without a man behind it, a man of prayer, a man who 
can organize a Committee, and a man who is not afraid to 
suggest to his every communicant the sum which he thinks 
is their fair share of the Parish Assessment. 
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Second : The Rector or Priest who under the system of a 
per capita assessment suddenly becomes aware of the fact that 
the number of his communicants has materially decreased 
since his last report to the Synod, needs a lesson in eommoc 
honesty. He may be long on Churchmanship, but he is short 
on sportsmanship. He may save a few dollars or a little effort, 
but he loses in character, in honor, in the respect of his brethrt-n 
and we trust in self-respect. This word goes out to you before 
one single comparison has been made between last year's 
report and this year's. It refers to no one. It applies to 
everyone. 

Third: The time for sending annual Parish Reports is 
the month of January, some time before the 20th day. The 
Synod, perhaps unfortunately, meets a long time from that 
date. But the time for the reports is in January. Please 
see that they come in promptly and accurately. 

Fourth : Attendance at Synod on the part of the Clergj* 
is a thing taken for granted. There may be excuses for 
absence. If there are, they should be offered to the Bishop. 



THE CHURCH PENSION FUND. 

In the past year, under the leadership of the Bishop of 
Massachusetts, the Church Pension Fund has been brought not 
only to completion but has exceeded the amount asked for by 
two and one-half million dollars^ in all $7,500,000 having been 
pledged. It was a wonderful achievement and the climax of 
it was a tribute not so much to the cause as to the man who 
represented it. The raising of this Pension Fund reads like 
a romance. To Bishop Lawrence it has been a romance of hard 
work, but a romance, nevertheless, in which he will figure for 
all time as the hero. Our Diocese played its honorable part 
in the movement, pledging $10,000 and raising more than the 
pledge. We congratulate you and we urge upon every Parish 
and congregation in our borders the necessity of making this 
fund effective by paying the monthly premiums on the salarj' 
of your clergyman. It will be but a little while, if it is not 
even now the case, that a Priest called to a Parish will ask. 
before he accepts the call, whether or not the Parish pays the 
Pension Premium. If not, it will not be diflBcult to find one 
which does. The enthusiasm of this movement spread all over 
the land, and the Parishes of the Church as a whole are going 
to make it effective. Let us do our part here also. The initial 
payment to the Fund does not do the work. Your Clergyman 
gets no benefit from it now or later unless you insure it to 
him by monthly payments. 
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ECONOMY. 

It seems to us. too, in this connection, that knowing as we 
do that onr Church Extension Board has now to pay the 
premiums on every penny of salary included in their grants to 
the several Clergy, and the Treasurer of the Diocese the 
premium on the Bishop's salary, we ought to make every effort 
to economize where we can,, even though the several economies 
do not amount to much in themselves. There are three such 
economies that are in our mind. 

1. We are paying $240 a year for the Diocesan Booms. 
In those rooms is a library which scarcely any one ever 
uses, a safe which the Bishop uses for his important papers, 
a table around which is an occasional meeting, and a desk 
from which the Secretary of the Synod runs the Diocese. If 
some one can be given the library, and some one will house the 
safe, we can hold our meetings in a hotel, make our Secretary 
work at home and save the Diocese $240 a year. 

2. The Springfield Churchman ran behind last year over 
$400. The Springfield Churchman is a good investment even if 
we run it with a deficit, but it seems to us that one small boy in 
every Parish with a list from his Rector and with a hope of a 
percentage, can put that balance on the other side of the ledger, 
and these two items saved will pay the Pension Premium on 
salaries that total $8,500. At least it is worth your con- 
sideration. 

3. If it is still necessary to retrench, or if either of the 
above suggestions are not as practicable as we thought them, 
there is still another place where we can save no inconsiderable 
amount. By making another summary of the property hold- 
ings of the various Parishes such as we have in the back of the 
Journal for the general statistics, we can save the cost of print- 
ing and paper for at least thirty pages which you have been in 
the habit of incorporating in your Journal. This expense at a 
time when paper is high is a needless one and ought to be 
eliminated. 

Perhaps by this time you are thinking that there is one 
other thing which is incorporated in the Journal which could 
be shortened materially and save the Pension Premium of some 
good man. Yes, by generous co-operation, by real giving, by 
loyalty to your Priest and to your Bishop, by the earnest effort 
of the clerg}'' to see that their Parishes discharge all their Dio- 
cesan obligations, and by the support of the laity of every good 
work throughout the Diocese, you can shorten the Bishop's 
Annual Address, or better still, you can make it of a character 
that you will be glad to pay to see it in print. 
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GIVING, THE BEST EVIDENCE OP SPIRITUALITY. 

If to any of you, Clergy or Laity, there should seem to 
you to be on the part of your Bishop what you deem an undue 
stress on the financial side of the work, it is because he believes 
that there is a vital and intimate connection between finances 
and spirituality, and grounds that belief on the words of Holy 
Scripture and the observations of his own experience. "Bring 
ye all the tithes into the storehouse — ^and prove Me now here- 
with, saith the Lord of hosts, if I will not open you the windows 
of heaven, and pour you out a blessing, that there shall not 
be room enough to receive it." Cornelius the centurion won 
the favor of God not because of his constant prayers, but be- 
cause of the constant offering of his prayers and his alms to- 
gether, and the angel said to him, **Thy prayers and thine alms 
are come up for a memorial before God.*' We must not view 
growth entirely through commercial glasses, but we must not 
give ourselves any false consolation as to our spiritual state 
till we turn from the records of Baptisms and Confirmations 
to the books of the Treasurer and prove to ourselves that our 
accessions to the Church have been accompanied by a record 
of financial improvement. We cannot imagine an adult coming 
to Baptism or Confirmation empty handed. If his heart has 
been touched there is something in his hand to prove it, and we 
submit to you as our earnest conviction that the giving of 
money is the best evidence in the world of a soul's awakening 
and the one unfailing mark of spiritual progress. 



CANONS. 



We would call to your attention that there are Canons in 
the Diocese of Springfield. You are all doubtless more familiar 
with them than we are. They were passed under your super- 
vision and full opportunity was given you to discuss them. 
It is enough to say that it shall be our endeavor to enforce all 
existing Canons with justice and we hope with judgment. If 
after experiment you have found that certain of these Canons 
are not practicable or necessary, it is your duty and your 
privilege to repeal them. So long, however, as they remain 
with your consent, it is your duty to obey them, and the duty of 
your Bishop to remind you that no Priest or Parish, no Clergy- 
man or Layman, may expect from him encouragement or sym- 
pathy who openly disobeys or defies the written law of the 
Diocese. 
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OFFICIAL ACTS, 

There is little report to make of OflScial Acts. By the 
courtesy of the Bishop of Quincy we confirmed a class of thirty- 
six in Trinity Church, Rock Island, April 29th. But one has 
been confirmed so far in this Diocese. We have visited a few 
Parishes, the record of which will appear in our Journal.

RESOLUTIONS FROM LAST SYNOD. 

There are several matters to come before you which 
hold over from your last Synod, one the changing of the titles 
of Parish, Mission and Unorganized Mission tp Parish, Church 
and Congregation. We have no light to ofCer you on this 
subject. 

The last Synod passed a resolution that a House of Church- 
women should be created to organize and extend the work of 
women in the Church and to co-operate with the Diocesan 
Synod ; and that a Committee of Church Women be appointed 
to take the matter into consideration and to report their action 
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to this Synod. We know very little about the House of Church- 
women, its hopes or its methods, but we are sure that you acted 
with due consideration before adopting this resolution. We 
extend, therefore, our hearty welcome to this Committee. We 
are well aware how completely they can supplement our efforts 
and solve our problems, for have we not women in our own 
homes f We would caution them, however, at the beginning 
of this venture, that they resist any attempt on our part to 
unload upon their shoulders only the disagreeable business of 
this body, and we beg of them that they let us feel as they do 
so oft by our own firesides that we are having our way, though 
as a matter of fact we will be doing only their will. Welcome ! 

CONCLUSION. 

And now, brethren, we draw to a conclusion. We have 
not forgotten — ^who can forget it for a moment — ^that a great 
world-war is in the fighting. So far we have been but spec- 
tators. Now we have left the benches and gone down into the 
arena. The realization has been growing that we are a part 
of the great brotherhood of men in which when one suffers all 
suffer with him. Some day that conviction will be a common 
one to humankind, and when it^is, each man 's business will be 
to ward off suffering from his brother. It will be the triumph 
of the Christ, for it will be the end of selfishness. In the mean- 
time let each do his part like a good soldier. In making our 
plea to you for money we are conscious that other appeals are 
reaching you daily as never before. Answer them as best you 
can. All of them are vital. No one of them is paramount. 
When you go beneath the surface of them, you find that they 
are the same appeal for the same cause, for the same need, for 
the same Lord. May God in His mercy heal the wounds of this 
world, and may we, of His grace, give gladly of all that we 
have, for its relief and redemption. 



The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, and the love of God, 
and the fellowship of the Holy Ghost, be with us all evermore. 
Amen.

In the evening 
at Havana, where I preached at evening service and gave my 
blessing before the congregation to the Rev. A. 6. Wilson as 
priest in charge of this place and Petersburg. 

June 17. — Celebrated the Holy Eucharist at 7:00 a. m. 
Confirmed in my oratory a lady about to be married in Decatur. 

June 18. — Trinity Sunday. Lincoln. At Trinity Church 
I celebrated the Holy Eucharist, preached and confirmed 
twelve persons. A large congregation and earnest service. The 
Rev. J. C. White has now become rector of the parish. In the 
evening at Pekin, where I preached, confirmed two and ad- 
dressed them. 

June 19. — Springfield. Took part in the examination of 
a candidate for Holy Orders. 

June 20. — At Mattoon, I met the Vestry of Trinity Church 
for conference and had a very enjoyable lunch with them at 
the hotel by their invitation. 

In the evening at Olney for evening prayer and sermon, 
a heavy thunderstorm made the congregation small, only 
eighteen defying the wind and rain. There is no Sunday 
School and I fear, little effort to increase the small con- 
gregation. 

June 21. — Celebrated the Holy Eucharist at 7:00 a. ro. 
with seven communicants. Reached Albion at 10:30, where 
I was the guest of Judge and Mrs. Campbell. Service at 7 
p. m., at which I confirmed sixteen and made an address. 

June 22. — Celebrated the Holy Eucharist with seven com- 
municants. Friends took me for a beautiful country ride, in 
the coui*8e of which we visited a farm totally wrecked by 
Tuesday's tornado. 
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Tn the evening at McLeansboro. Evening prayer and ser- 
mon. Here also there is no Sunday School and no increase in 
the congregation. 

June 23. Celebrated the Holy Eucharist with six com- 
municants. My appointment at Ashley falling through, I had 
a quiet afternoon and evening in St. Louis for letters and other 
writing. 

June 25.— First Sunday after Trinity. Cairo. At 7:00 
a. m. celebrated the Holy Eucharist at the Church of the 
Redeemer. 10:30 a. in. at St. Michael's Church, Morning 
Prayer and Sermon with confirmation of three children. A 
congregation of nearly fifty, the largest in many years. At 
4:00 p. m. confirmed three persons at the Church of the Re- 
deemer, 

Mound City. — Evening Prayer, Sermon and confirmation 
of Eight, a full church and hearty service. There is life and 
increase here. 

June 26. — Celebrated the Holy Eucharist with seventeen 
communicants, among whom were all the newly confirmed. In 
the morning went over the buildings and other matters con- 
nected with St. Michael's at Cairo. In the evening attended a 
social gathering of St. Michael's people. Unfortunately some 
lodge engagements prevented the attendance of some of our 
communicants. This is by no means the only' way in which 
lodges and such like hinder the work of the church. 

June 27. Celebrated the Holy Eucharist at St. Michael's 
with ten communicants. 

On a most beaiitiful afternoon T had a ride of forty miles 
up the great Ohio River to Metropolis, where a warm welcome 
awaited. At Evensong the Rev. Clinton Quin, who has kindly 
taken charge of our congregation here, presented four for 
confirmation. There is no Sunday School here, no effort to 
reach the children of the town. While alive and interested 
the church in Metropolis grows but slowly. 

June 28. — Celebrated the Holy Eucharist with ten' com- 
municants. A slow, hot and dirty journey of 262 miles to 
Springfield. 

June 29.— St. Peter's Day. At St. Paul's Church at 10:00 
a. m. ordained to the diaconate Henry Herbert Firth and 
Raymond Matlack Gunn. The Rev. W. Baker preached the 
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sermon and Archdeacon White presented the candidates. A 
very small congregation, indeed. Our people* are very slow 
to take an interest in anything concerning the general life 
and work of the church. Too often their interests do not go 
beyond **our guild." 

The newly ordained deacons and other clergy lunched with 
me after the service, to our mutual enjoyment. 

In the evening at St. Paul's Church I confirmed eight 
children and preached. Though this was the annual visitation 
of the Bishop to the Parish of St. Paul, none of the church 
oflScer^, nor of the vestry, was present to meet the Bishop. 

June 30. — ^At the request of the Bishop of Chicago, who 
is ill, and the rector of the Parish, I went to Pontiac in the 
evening where I confirmed fifteen persons and preached. The 
church was full and there seems strong life and interest here. 

July 2.— Trinity 2. At St. Mary's Chapel, Thayer, where 
I celebrated the Holy Eucharist, preached and confirmed 
seven. A full congregation of Thayer and Virden people and 
an earnest service. 

July 5. — ^Decatur. A conference with the Vestry of St. 
John 's Church upon the calling of a rector. 

July 6. — Celebrated the Holy Eucharist with fourteen 
communicants. 

July 9.— Trinity 3. Elkhart. Celebrated the Holy Euchar- 
ist and preached. 

July 11. — Springfield. Celebrated the Holy Eucharist at 
the Orphanage. 

July 12. — Addressed the Wednesday Luncheon Club on 
Texas and Mexico. 

July 16. — ^Mt. Ptdaski. Celebrated the Holy Eucharist 
at 7 :30 and at 10 :00 a. m. with a sermon. 

July 20. — Celebrated the Holy Eucharist at the Orphan- 
age. Went to Carlinville to introduce the Rev. H. H. Pirth, 
deacon, taking charge for three months. Met the Women's 
Guild and other parishioners. A cordial reception. 

July 23.— Trinity 6. Centralia. Celebrated the Holy 
Eucharist at 7:30 a. m. with eight communicants. At 11:00 
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a. m. celebrated again and preached. Seven communicants. 
8 :00 p. m., evening prayer and sermon. ^ 

July 24. — Called on as many of the people as I could reach. 
A conference with Archdeacon Chittenden on a change in his 
field. At 8 p. m., a meeting of the congregation, at which ar- 
rangements were made for the future of the work and parish. 

July 25. — On my way home called on the rector of Alton 
for conference on his work. Also stopped at Thayer for the 
joint picnic of the missions at Thayer and Yirden. I found a 
very happy party, the two Sunday Schools, the two branches 
of the G. F. S., and a number of mothers, making a total of 
about one hundred and fifty. 

July 27. — Celebrated the Holy Eucharist at the Orphan- 
age. 

July 30.— Bixth Sunday after Trinity. Celebrated the 
Holy Eucharist and preached at Bantoid. In the evening 
preached at Emmanuel Church, Ofaampaign. 

Aug. 3. — Chicago. Present at the meeting of the Board 
of Directors of the Illinois Children's Aid and Home Study 
Society. Called on Mrs. Kerney and boys to consider arrange- 
ments for the entrance of the older boy at Howe School. 

Aug. 6. — Feast of the Transfiguration:, Harrisburg. Cele- 
brated the Holy Eucharist at 7 :30 a. m. Addressed the Sunday 
School and baptized two children. At 11 celebrated Holy 
Eucharist and preached. In the afternoon made some calls, 
and in the evening read Evening Prayer and preached. 

Aug. 12. — ^Alton. Attended a full meeting of the Vestry 
for discussion and counsel. 

Aug. 13.— Eighth Sunday after THnity. CarlinviUe. 

Celebrated the Holy Eucharist at 7:30 and 10:30, the church 
being for a time in charge of the Rev. H. H. Pirth^ Deacon. 

Aug. 15. — ^Feeling the need of a cooling oflf after the weeks 
of extreme heat, before undertaking the annual retreat, I went 
to Asbury Park, New Jersey, for two weeks, where I was most 
kindly received by Mrs. G. P. Seymour, who now makes her 
residence there. While there I celebrated the Holy Eucharist 
once at Trinity Church, and was present in the chancel and 
read the lessons in the evening, the Bishop of New Mexico 
preachnig. I also attended St. Andrew's Church, Allenhurst. 
Beturned home on August 30th. 
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Sept. 2. — ChampaijfXL Retreat •for ehurchwomen until the 
morning of September 5. I celebrated the Holy Eucharist and 
gave seven addresses of the Retreat. The attendance was the 
smallest we have had, a few being kept away by the fear of a 
railroad strike. 

Sept. 6. — The annual conference of Clergy at Osborne 
Hall, Champaign, the principal subject being *'The Nation- 
wide Preaching Mission — Its Results in the Diocese and Future 
Efforts.'' In the afternoon the subject was **The Proposed 
House of Chiirchwomen. ' ' 

In the evening the clergy entered into retreat to continue 
imtil the morning of Saturday, the 9th. Sixteen were present. 
I celebrated the Holy Eucharist and gave the eight meditations 
and addresses. 

Sept. 13. — Quarterly meeting of the Church Extension 
Board. 

Sept. 17. — Thirteenth Sunday after Trinity. Celebrated 
the Holy Eucharist twice and preached and took the evening 
service at St. John's Church, Springfield, the Rev. G. D. Child 
taking the services for me at Mt. Veman and Ashley. I was 
not well enough to go so far from home.

The Standing Committee became **the Ecclesiastical 
Authority of the Diocese'' immediately upon the resignation 
of Bishop Osborne and the acceptance of his resignation by the 
House of Bishops October 19, 1916. 

Received official notice of the resignation of Bishop 
Osborne and its acceptance by the House of Bishops in a letter 
from the Bishop October 19j 1916. 

Requested Bishop Osborne to take charge of the Diocese 
until January 1, 1917, his compensation to be at the rate of his 
regular monthly salary. The Bishop accepted and discharged 
his duties until January 1, 1917. 

Prepared and presented to the Bishop suitable resolutions 
of respect and regret at his resignation, a copy of which was 
printed in the leading church papers and the same beautifully 
engrossed was presented to the Bishop. 

October 19th, issued the call for a special Synod for the 
purpose of electing a Bishop for December 27, 1916. 

Issued a letter to all the clergy and Parishes and Missions 
asking that nominations for Bishop be made to the Standing 
Committee and prepared and printed a copy of all nomina- 
tions for the Special Synod. 

Consented to the election of the Rt. Rev. Dr. S. M. Gris- 
wold to be the Bishop Suffragan of Chicago. 

Acting as **the Committee of Notification" to the Bishop- 
elect, by telegram, letter and personal representation, notified 
the Rev. Granville Hudson Sherwood, rector of Trinity Church, 
Rock Island, Til., of his election to be the Bishop of Springfield 
and received from him official notice of his acceptance. 

Recommended the Rev. Carl Bothe, Deacon to be advanced 
to the Priesthood and requested Bishop White of Michigan 
City to ordain him. Bishop White advanced him to the Priest- 
hood in St. Paul's Church, Brooklyn, N. Y., on the 4th Sunday 
after the Epiphany, January 28, 1917. 
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Certified the minutes of the Special Synod on December 
27, 1916, the Synod having adjourped without approving the 
minutes. 

Prepared, had printed and sent out the 68 sets of the 
Canonical Certificates of the election of the Bishop-elect and 
request for consent to his consecration. 

Qave consent to the election of a Bishop Coadjutor for the 
Diocese of Iowa. 

Qave Lay Readers license to Mr. Frank Morfoot of Alton 
and Mr. Qeo. P. Casey of Greenville. 

Gave letter dimissory to the Rev. Oreo. C. Dunlop to the 
Diocese of Southern Ohio. 

Received notice of the acceptance of letter dimissory of 
Rev. Geo. C. Dunlop from the Bishop of Southern Ohio. 

Received notice from the Bishop of Western New York 
of the deposition of the Rev. Robert H. Pairbum, Priest, for 
causes not affecting his moral character. 

Received request from the President of the Board of Mis- 
sions in New York for a statement of the appropriations needed 
for the Diocese for the fiscal year and made out and sent it 
to him. 

Received notice of and copy of petition for probate of the 
will of the estate of Mrs. Mary Caroline Hayner of Alton and 
signed a waiver of appearance. 

Sent official notice to the Presiding Bishop that a majority 
of the Standing Committees had given consent to the conse- 
cration of Bishop-Elect Sherwood and also copy of the 
Canonical Certificates of his election. 

Received advice from the Bishop of Salina of the deposi- 
tion of the Rev. Floyd Keeler, Priest^ for causes not affecting 
his moral character. 

Received letter dimissory* from the Ecclesiastical Author- 
ity of the Diocese of Marquette on behalf of the Rev. Frederick .

Gave consent to the Rev. Raymond Matlack Gunn, Deacon 
and student at Nashotah Theological Seminary, to be exam- 
ined for Priest 's orders with his class in Fond du Lac, and re- 
quested the Bishop of Fond du Ldc to have him examined. 

Received as a Postulant for Holy Orders Mr. Leo Gay 
McAfee, B. A., of Trinity Church, Lincoln. 

Removed from the list of Postulants for Holy Orders Mr. 
Herbert T. McTighe for causes affecting his moral character. 

Gave consent to the Rector and Vestry of Emmanuel 
Church, Champaign, to remove and dispose of the old con- 
secrated Church building in order to make room lor the erec- 
tion of a new one. 

Appointed Wednesday, May 23, 1917, for the meeting of 
the Annual Synod of the Diocese. 

Gave consent to the Chaplain and Council of the Episcopal 
Church at the University of Illinois to sell real estate and 
property belonging to the Chapel Building Fund. 

Approved the nominations of Rev. Edw. S. Barkdull, 
Priest in charge, of Mr. F. W. Potter and Mr. Martin J. Rack- 
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ster to be the wardens, Mr. Edmund B. Crackel, Treasurer, and 
Mr. Wm. Buncie, Clerk of St. John's, Albion. 

Requested the Standing Committee to attend in a body the 
consecration of Bishop-elect Sherwood on April 25th and re- 
quested the Treasurer to pay the traveling expenses of the 
Bishops taking part in the consecration of the Bishop-elect. 

April 15. — ^Received letter dimissory from the Bishop 
of Chicago on behalf of the Rev. David Clark Beatty, called 
to be the Rector of St. John's, Decatur. Also letter of notifica- 
tion from the Vestry of St. John's, Decatur, of the call and 
acceptance of Rev. Mr. Beatty to be their Rector.

April 29. m Easter. Celebrated the Holy Eucharist in 
Trinity Church, Rock Island, 7 :30, and received to BHrst Com- 
munion class that was confirmed at the later service. At 10 :45 
confirmed class of 36 which I had been preparing for several 
months. The Rev. Wm. P. Dawson, Rector of St. John's 
Church, Preemption, presented the class. Addressed the class 
and preached a Farewell Sermon to a faithful people. After 
the early service the class met me in the Chapel and presented 
me with $47. This, my first Confirmation in my own Parish, 
was held at the invitation and by the courtesy of the Bishop 
of Quincy for whom I acted. His thoughtfulness was greatly 
appreciated by myself and the Parish. Offering for Bishop's 
purse, $54.15. 

April 30. Arrived in Springfield at 9:30 p. m., where I 
was met by the Ven. John C. White and Mr. W. L. Henry. 
Registered at the Leland Hotel as a resident of Springfield, 
where for several days Mrs. Sherwood and I were the guests 
of Col. Bluford Wilson, whose hospitality made it easy for us 
to settle our home without the customary rush and incon- 
venience.

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APPENDIX IV. 

RULES OF THE OHUUOH EXTENSION BOABD. 

The following are the Rules framed by the Board for the 
carrying on of its work. They are now approved by the 
Synod: 

1. The Board shall meet once in each quarter of the year 
for business. Special meetings may be called by the President. 
The meetings shall from time to time be held in different towns 
of the Diocese. 

2. A committee of three shall be annually appointed with 
I>ower to transact necessary business between the meetings of 
the Board. The committee shall consist of the President and 
two elected members. 

3. In accordance with Canon 18, § III, the Board will 
require that all pledges made to the Board on the part of 
Missions shall be paid into the treasury of the Board through 
the Treasurer of the Mission, monthly or quarterly. 

The Treasurer of the Board will add to the amount re- 
ceived from the Mission or Missions under the care of each 
Priest, the amount granted by the Board toward stipend and 
pay each Priest the full amount promised to him, quarterly or 
monthly, as may be arranged. 

4. After the third year of a grant to a Mission or depend- 
ent Parish, the amount shall be gradually reduced, with a view 
to leading the congregation to self-support, unless in the judg- 
ment of the Board there is good and suflficient cause for con- 
tinuing the full amount. 

5. In making any grant of books or other literature from 
its funds for the more effective work of any Parish or Mission, 
the Board will require each place to pay half the purchase 
money. 

6. When any grant of money is made toward the pur- 
chase of land or buildinsjs, or the erection of a building for a 
Parish or Mission already existing, the congregation shall be ' 
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required to raise a sum at least equal to that granted by the 
Board; and in no case shall the grant exceed one-half the cost 
of purchase. 

7. When a grant of books is obtained from any Society 
for the use of a Mission or Parish, the recipients shall be 
reminded that it is their duty to make some offering to the 
Funds of the granting Society. 

8. Missionaries and Rectors of Dependent Parishes re- 
ceiving help from the Board shall be required to make quar- 
terly reports of services held, Sacraments administered and 
Parish visits made, together with any other matters which may 
throw light on the condition of their field of work. The reports 
shall be sent to the Rural Deans on the last day of the months 
of February, May» August and November, who shall send them 
at once to the Bishop, who shall lay them before the Board, 
(vid. Canon 33, § VII). 

Such reports should include extra Parochial work as re- 
quired by Canon 33, § VI. 

The Board will provide a form on which the Reports shall 
be made.

Prayers shall be offered on each day introductory to the business 
of the Synod. 

II.—DUTIBS OF THE PRESIDENT. 

1. He shall take the Chair every day precisely at the hour to 
which the Synod shall have adjourned; shall call the members to order, 
and on the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the Journal of the pre- 
ceding day to be read. 

2. He shall preserve decorum and order, and shall decide questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the Synod by any two members — on 
which appeal no member shall speak more than once unless by leave 
of the Synod. 

3. Questions shall be decided but in this form, viz: "As many as 
are of the opinion that (as the case may be), say Aye," and after the 
affirmative voice is expressed, "As many as are of the contrary opinion, 
say No." If the President doubt as to the result of the vote as taken 
above, or a division be called for, the Synod shall divide — those in the 
affirmative shall first rise in their seats, and afterwards those in the 
negative. No congregation shall be entitled to be counted as more 
than one vote among the lait^. And an equal division of the lay dele- 
gates from a congregation shall neutralize the vote of that congrega- 
tion. 

4. All committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise specially directed by the Synod — in which case they shall be 
appointed by ballot — and if, upon such ballot, the number required 
shall not be elected by a majority of the votes cast, the Synod shall 
proceed to a second ballot; and in case a greater number than is re- 
quired to compose a complete committee shall have an equal number 
of votes, the Synod shall proceed to a further ballot or ballots. 

III.— OF DECORUM AND DEBATE. 

5. When the President takes the chair, no member shall stand up 
unless addressed by the chair. 

6. No member shall absent himself from the service of the house 
unless he have leave, or be unable to attend. 

7. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the house, he shall, with due respect, address the President, 
confining himself strictly to the point in debate. 

8. No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate 
without leave of the house. 
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9. A question being once determined shall stand as the Judgment 
of the house. 

10. While the President is putting any question the member shall 
continue in their seats, and shall not hold any private discussion. 

11. Every member who shall be in the house when any question 
is put shall, on a division, be counted, unless he is personally inter- 
ested in the discussion. 

12. No motion shall be considered as before the house unless it be 
seconded, and, when required, reduced to writing. 

13. Where a question . is under discussion, no motion shall be 
received unless to lay upon the table, to postpone it to a certain time, 
to postpone it indefinitely, to commit it, to amend it, or to divide it; 
and motions for any- of these purposes shall have precedence in the 
order herein named. The motions to lay upon the table and to ad- 
journ shall be decided without debate. The motion to adjourn shall 
always be in order. 

14. When the house is about to rise, every member shall keep his 
seat until the President leaves the chair. 

16. The names of the movers of resolutions shall appear upon 
the minutes of the house. 

16. The reports of all committees shall be in writing and shall be 
received, in course, and without motion for acceptance, unless recom- 
mended by a vote of the house. All reports recommending or requiring 
any action or expression of opinion by the house shall be accompanied 
by a resolution for the action of the house therein. 

17. If the question under debate contains several distinct propo- 
sitions, the same shall be divided at the request of any member, and 
a vote taken separately, except that a motion to strike out or insert 
shall be indivisible. 

18. All questions of order shall be decided by the chair without 
debate, but any member may appeal from, such decision — ^which appeal 
shall be decided by the house — and on siich appeal no member shall 
speak more than once without expressed leave of the house. 

19. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they 
are moved. When a proposed amendment is under consideration a mo> 
tion to amend the same may be made; no after amendment to such 
second amendment shall be in order. But when an amendment to an 
amendment is under consideration, a substitute for the whole matter 
may be received. No proposition on a subject different from the one 
under consideration shall be received under color of a substitute.
